ind provisions. We captured six officers 
and eighty-two men. Although the num- 
ber of the corpses loft by the enemy on 
the field is still unknown, those which are 
left on’ tho'main road ‘alone are over 
ninety. Our casualties, bosides the death 
of Major Ohba, amount to 170, all among 
petty officers and mon.

In all probabi- 
lity, it would be only for a very few 
years that England and America 
would have to give the required 
guarantee, for the awakening of 
China has begun in good earnest, and 
in a very short time she ought to be 
in a position which will preciude the 
ibility of any more European 
ibustering. Nobody thought of at-. 
tacking Japan. Russia least of all! 
Nobody will, twenty years hence, 
think of attacking China. It wou't 
pay. Would it not be worth while 
then to do what is necessary for China 
during that politically short period ? 
It. seems -to. be in the power 
of the English-speaking peoples just 
now to secure by such a temporary 
risk as this, a risk which is really no 
risk, the -eternal. gratitude of four 
hundred and fifty millions of people 
Such opportunities are few and far 
between, and they need statesmen to 
grasp them. Lord Beaconsfield would 
not have lost such a chance. Will. 
Mr. Arthur Balfour prove himself. 
equally capable, and would President 
Roosevelt back him up init? We 
believe that such a stroke of policy 
would recommen: itself to the great 
majority of Americans as we are sure 
it would to most. Englishmen, There 
would then, be too much opposition 
for any nation or probable combina- 
tiun of nations to overcome before any 
ove of them could begin the much- 
desired partition of China. In short, 
the thing would be a simple impos- 
sibility, and China could Hevelop in 
peace auti', having come to years of 
discretion is vhe Western sense, she 
could be “ confirmed ” in her position 
and take all her responsibilities on 
her own shoulders, : 
This Monroe suggestion is one / 
deserving of every consideration.

It appears that in the summer ‘of 
jlast year Admiral Evans dispatched 
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the U. S. gunboat Villalobos to 
Nanchangfa in the Poyang Lake, 
“to gather such information about 
the Americans residing there as 
would be of assistance in rendering 
them prompt aid in case of an 
expected native outbreak against 
foreigners.” For the last forty years 
the gunboats of varions Foreign 
Powers have visited the Poyang 
Lake from time to time, without any 
injurious results, while to the people 
in the towns on the lake, as in other 
places, the visit of a gunboat is 
always welcome, as it meaus a wind- 
fall “in the money spent with the 
boatmen, shopkeepers, and sv on, 
But on this occasion it seems that 
the Taotai of Kiukiang, where there 
is no resident-U. S. Consul, protested 
to the American Consul. at Hankow 
against the visit of the Villalobos 
to Nanchang, on the ground that. 
“bad men inhabited that scction.” 
Considering that Nanchang is the 
seat of government of the province 
of Kiangse, and the residence of the 
Governor and the other high pro- 
vincial officials, it would not say 
much for their rule if it were trne 
that the population were so. dis- 
orderly, that it was an unsafe p'ace 
for a foreign gunboat to visit. ‘There 
always have been rowdy elements in 
Nanchang as in all large Chinese 
cities, and Mr. E. C. Baber, of the 
British Consular Service, had an 
exciting experience there about a 
quarter of a centary ago, out of 
which he emerged triumphant, bat 
there have cen foreign missionary 
establishments there for years, and 
it is a long time since they have had 
any trouble there. ‘The Kiukiang 
Taotai, however, dectared that the 
Nanking Viceroy bad »rmed all 
the Foreign Consuls at Shanghai 
that they must insiruct the captains 
of their men-of-war not to visit the 
Poyang Lake except on most im- 
portant business, It seems hardly 
credible that the U.S. Minister, Mr. 
Conger, supported the Chinese in 
this claim, called on Admiral Evans 
for x report on the fae.s, and ques- 
tioned his right to send gun 
into the interior waters of China. 
Admiral Evans rightly took the 
fiue that he was entitled to send the 
vessels under his commund to any 
accessible point where Americans 
were allowed to reside and prosecute 
their callings. The correspondence 
between the Admiral and the Minis- 
ter reached theState Department, a 
Secretary Hay, after a careful read- 
ing of the arguments on both sides, 
approved, as we have said, the stand 
taken by Admiral Evans. “The 
correspoadence shows,” says the 
“Charlotte Daily Observer,” that 
Admiral Evans gave strong instrac- 
tions to the commander of the Villa- 
lobos to protect American citizens, 
and to notify Chinese officials that 
American gunboats would deservedly 
punish any persons not paying

proper respect to American life and 
property.” 

All foreigners in China must-be 
glad to see that the U.S. State’ 
Department took the stand 1t did-on 
this question. I would be absurd 
that Foreign Powers should-: keep 
warships in China fur the protection 
of the life and property of their 
nationals, and then be restricted in 
their use. There are people who 
object to what they ‘sneeringly call 
the “gunboat policy,” and hold that 
missionaries as professed men of| 
peace have no right to appeal to 
men-of-war when danger threatens: 
them. But the best way to avert 
danger, to make it unnecessary for’ 
the evangelist to call upon the 
secular arm, is to make the rowdies 
of Nanchang or any other place 
understand that punishment will 
surely follow. any attack «n for- 
eigners. It is no insult to the rulers 
of China to send a gunboat to visit 
their city, and it 1s provided in the 
U. S. ‘Treaty of Ticntsin that “ when- 
ever national vessels of the U. S. 
of America shall arrive at 
or near any of the ports of China, 
commanders of sail ships and the 
superior local authorities of govern- 
ment shall, if it be necessary, hold 
intercourse on terms of equality and 
courtesy, in token of the friendly 
relations of their respective nations.” 











THE TUNGYUN 
LIGHTHOUSE. 





Cth July. 

‘THE new lighthouse on Tungyung 
Island has been completed, and ax 
will have been seen from the “ Notice 
to Mariners,” was exhibited for the 
first time at sunset on the 1st instant. 

‘The station has been built on the 
eastern side of the island, some way 
vn the slope of the hill in order to 
avoil the fog caps which enshroud 
the summit, and the.centre of the 
light is 825 feet above high water, 
giving a range of at least.25 nautical 
miles. 

‘The slope of the eastern side of the 
island is exceedingly steep and the 
site presented considerable difficulties 
in conseqnence, the various buildings 
being erected on a series of terraces 
benched out of the rock. 

The optical apparatus, which was 
constructed by Messrs. Barbier, 
Bénard, and Turenne ot Paris, is of 
the First Order, and is revolved on 
mercury, sh swing three flashes in 
rapid succession every twenty seconds. 
The illuminant is an ineidescent. 
mantle heated by petroleum vapour 
on a system recently introduced into 
European lighthouses, and the mantle 
is of the largest size, 82 millimetres, 
yet constructed.

The tower and lightkéepers’ dwell- 
ings are of brick set in cement with 
stone facings and thé station is a 
very’ complete one, having separate 
house: for foreign and native staffs, ° 
storehouses, hen houses-and -pigsties, 
a lunding hut, a powder magazine, 
and numerous fresh water cisterns of 
large capacity. The fog-signalling 
will be-done by two 18-pounder can-- 
non placed on a platform below the 
lighthouse, 

‘The designs were prepared in the 
Customs Engineer's Ome dn Shang- 
hai and the work has-been carried - 
out under the direction. of Mr. J. R. 
Harding, Mem. Inst. C. E., Engineer- 
in-Chief, and under ‘the - personal 
supervision ns Resident’ Engineer of 
Mr. D.C. Dick, Asso. Mem. Inst. 
©. E,, Assistant Engineer, 

Foochow was the local base. of 
operations and the work has been 
under the control of Mr. E, B. Drew, 
Commissioner of Customs for that 
Port. . 

We may congratulate the Customs 
Service on having added to the 
numerous aids to navigation on: the 
coast avery powerful and thoroughly 
up-to-date light on a site where it 
will be of great value. 

The erection of this light shows 
the difference in the speed at which 
things are done in England and in 
China. The P. & O.S, Aden was 
lost_on the reef east of Socotra in 
1897, and the Government under- 
took in the Honse of Commons that 
the provision of a lighthouse on 
Socotra should te undertaken at 
once. To this day not a stone of 
it has been laid. The P. & O.S. 
Sobran was lost on Tungyang Island 
in 1901, nearly four years after the 
Aden, and the lighthouse there is.

rays nightly over the Formosa 
Channel . 





PUBLIC HEALTH IN 
SHANGHAL. 


7th July, 

THe year 1903 was one of the 
most healthy on record in Shanghai. 
In a resident foreign population 
estimated at 8,300, the number of 
deaths was 132, which gave a rate 
of 15.9 as compared with one of 18.1 
in 1902, In is therefore a very 
satisfactory set of statistics which 
Dr. Arthur Stanley has to put before 
the public in his annual report just 
issued. He has, however, warnings 
to utter. Thus, “small-pox, the most 
obviously preventab'e of all diseases

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the list of fatal diseases and calls 
attention to the overcrowding which 
is so apparent in the Settlement ;”

in another place, “typhoid fever is an 
essentially preventable disease, and 
its prevention is largely a matt: r of 
sndividual care in the ubservance of 
the rules seb forth in the Public 
Health Notice which has been issued 
to all applicants at the Health Office.” 

But while much has been done to 
protect the health of the foreign 
resident, Dr. Stanley admits frankly 
that the great problem of the native 
population, the standing menace to 
the foreigners, is hardly yet touched. 
He suggests varions devices for edu- 
cating them up to modern healt 
principles, but shows the difficulty of} 
the tusk by pointing out that, alter 
about 500 Chinese babies had been 
vaccinaied at the Health Office last 
year, a report spread that their eyes 
were being taken out, and no more 
came. ven forcigners have an 
obstinate clinging to old-fashioned 
remedies, such as auti-cholera mix- 
tures, at which Dr. Stanley pokes a 
geutle remonstrance. In regard to 
the native population the increase in 
number is one of the most serious 
factors. At the middle of lass year 
it was computed that there were 
375,000 Chinese in the Settlement 
against 241,000 in 1895. In the 
same eight years the foreign popula- 
tion also nearly doubled itself. 

Dr, Stanley strongly sdvocaves 
cremation instead of carth burial, 
urging that even on sentimental 
gronnds, after the first shock, it is 
preferable, while every other consi- 
eration is in its favour, Ou the 
subject of the still-vexed Yangking- 
pang, he adheres to his latest 
expressed views opposed to culvert- 
ing, views which we have recently 
criticised and need not therelure refer 
to further at this time. 

Of the two papers by Dr. Stanley 
appended to his official report the 
ove on “Sudden Heart Failure in 
Poxeemic Conditions” is, from its 
vechuical charac er, principal:y inter- 
esting to medical students. ‘Lhe 
other on “Chinese Hygiene” is, 
however, ofa more popular character, 
and the conclusions Dr. Stenley hs 
arrived at have a readabe air of| 
andaeity for those who have, perhaps 
thoughtlessly, made up their minds 
that everything Chinese is as bad 
as it can be, In few words, Dr. 
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Stanley makes the assertion that 
the Chinese have very sound ideas 
on sanitation, more sound indeed 
than those of Western natiens, And 
in main proof of his contention he 
points out that among the peoples of 
the earth none has enjoyed a more 
‘profonged national life, while the 
individual health of the Chinese is 
a’so above the average. He quotes 
their two main laws of health, and 
makes us wonder whether they do 
really follow them—in Shanghai at 
all events. They sound so simple, 
and so “un-Chinese,” though that is 
probably our mistake: (1) Restraint 
of al the appetites (2) Cleanliness in 
hous? and person. ‘The_ following 
paragraph is worth studying for its 
lessons:— 

“The Chinaman eats and drinks 
little that has not been subjected to 
the temperature of boiling water 
or boiling oil, and is therefore 
largely preserved from typhoid fever, 
cholera; and other discases which 
are caused by infected food. The 
Chinaman is not a great feuit- 
eater. He is ene sn excellent cook 
that he prefers foods in which nature 
has been improved by art. He 
abhors raw things as a rate, Ruv 
oysters, for example, the Chinese will 
not eat, considering them ‘too cold 
for the stomach,’ Except under great 
stress he drinks no cold water but 
always tea made with boiled water 
and thus avoids water-borne disease.” 
Tt is almost startling to find Dr. 
Stanley commenling the close ag- 
gregation of Chinese houses, which 
by tending to warmth in winter 
and coolness in summer, co-operates 
with the warm, light clothing worn, 
to diminish eatarrhs, bronchitis and 
rheumatisms, “'The Chinese dwelling 
has plenty of natural ventilation, 
With regard to sleeping accommoda- 
tion the Chinese closely resemble 
most of the rest of animal creation 
in getting into a small, close, warm 
place for sleep.” It is probable, how- 
ever, that impure warm air is less 
injurious than cold pure air, and dur- 
ing sleep less nir is required than at 
other times; while the body during 
sluep is more subjecs to chills, Al- 
thongh bad sme!ls abound near Chi- 
nese houses, smells are not a perfec! 
test of unbealthy environment.” 
Verily, unless Dr. Stanley is perpe- 
trating some Chinese topsy-turvey 
sort of joke on his unsuspecting 
realers, whole volumes. of theories 
mu-t go by the board, We are 
not sm prised, after this, to find him 
ziving good words to the Chinese 
method of disposing of the dead, and 
the polygamous marriage system as 
preferable to the social irregularities 
ofthe West. It would not be fair to 
press all these poiuts without saying 
that Dr. Stanley indicates directions 
in which modern science can effect 
improvements even in this empire of 
all the ideals, But that makes far 
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‘The events which took place towards the 
end of May in connection with the Russo- 
‘Japanese war were receiving a great deal of 
attention in the United States, if one may 
judge from the amount of space devoted to 
their discussion in the batch of papers just v0 
band. In some quarters, apparently, the 
feeling is not altogether one of dissatisfac- 
tion, that for the first time since the war 
began the Russians are having a chanco to 
congratulate themselves upon the turn of 
events, Japan’s naval losses, it is asserted, 
must be particularly gratifying to Russians, 
sore under the repeuted humiliations on the 
sea, culminating in the loss of the Petropay- 
lovsk. But the existence of this feeling doos 
not indicate that there is any change worth 
speaking of in the attitude of the people 
whose sympathies are as pro-Japanese as 
ever they have been. 

‘The “Evening Bulletin” of Philadelphia 
inakes the following comment on the disaster 
to the Japanese navy 

‘The Japanese have received a severe blow 
at the one point where it, is impossible for 
them to make their losses good. A regiinent, 
a brigade, or division of troops can be re- 
-placed. There can be no replacement, while 

ar lasts, of the big battleship and the 
swift cruiser which have plunged to the bot- 
tom in the waters off Port Arthur. ‘The 
sinking of the less important craft, which is 
ascribed (o a collision in a fog, might have 
occurred in naval maneuvres when no cam- 
paign was on. The destruction of the uuge 
armour-clad ateuse is one more proof of the 
extreme vulnerability of the buttleship below 
her armour belt. Had she been a vessel of 
only half the size she would have gone down 
with equal quickness when her hull came in 
contact with a mine charged with high ex- 
plosives. But in this caso the loss of life and 
costly material would have been very much 
less. It will be worth while to seo whether 
this disaster to Japan has the effect of 
stimulating the beleaguered flest at Port 
Arthur or the distant Vladivostock squadron 
ko aggressive efforts. It can hardly fail to 
give encouragement to Russian naval men, 
and it is an interesting coincidence that the 
news of it has been made public at the same 
time that it is announced that Admiral Skryd- 
loff, the officer selected to take the place 
of Makaroff, is nearing his destination. It 
has been reported that Skrydloff is going to 
‘Viadivostock to take command of the ships 
there. Unless the vessels at Port Arthur 
can succeed in breaking out and reaching the 
open sea, this seems to be the only course 
available. But with Japan deprived of one- 
ixth of her battleship strength, and with 
1e enforcement of the lesson that her fleet 
must hereafter exercise greater caution in the 
mine-sown regions near Port Arthur, there 
may yet be a chance for effective work on 
the part of the Russian squadrons if their 
new commander is an officer of enterprise 
and daring. Meanwhile the champions of 
great battleships the world over have again 
becn confronted with an argument which it 
will be hard for them to deal with. ‘The des- 
fraction of the Hatsuse instantly recalls that 
of the Petropavlovsk. Both were expensive, 
heavily armoured craft, crammed with men 
‘end bristling with powerful guns. And both 
were destroyed, with the sacrifice of the 
greater portion of their crews, by a simple 
contrivance of slight cost which could be 
made in almost any well-equipped machine 
shop. The moral is so obvious that it needs 
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‘The same pi ler, alter referring to the long 
period ef com;arative inaction at Vladivos- 
tock, wants t know whether it is to be fol- 
lowed by interesting developments in that 
quarter. We extract the following from its 
leading article on the subject :— 

Shut out of Port Arthur, his original des- 
tination, by the encircling ships and soldiors 
of Japan, Skrydlof has promptly proceeded 
to the one Asiatic: port of importance which 
is still unvexed by the near presence of an 
enomy, for the Japanese blockading squad- 
ron, about the composition of which very 
little is known, apparently has kept its 
station at some distance from the harbour. 
‘Tho roport is current that the Bogatyr, a 
vessel of the type of the Varyag, which was 
built here in Philadelphia and went down at 
Chomulpo after » gallant fight, has run on 
the rocks at Viadivostock. Even if this is 
true, Skrydloff has at his disposal three fast 
and’ formidable armoured cruisers, with 
heavy batteries and coal capacity designed to 
enable them to keep the sex for weeks at a 
‘time; while. these are believed to be accom- 
panied by at least half-a-dozen torpedo des- 
‘troyers. With such a force a skilled and 
daring commander might accomplish mach. 
One of the mysteries of the naval campaign 
has been the practical uselessness of this 
little fleet. ‘The hostile guardships once 
evaded and the open water gained, it should 
be able to work serious harm to Japan's mer- 
chant shipping and transports, If such 
evasion is impossible, a bold dash at the 
enemy might inflict losses on the Mikado's 
navy which would have a potent effect on the 
course of the war—for it must always be re- 
membered that the power of Japan to main- 
tain and reinforeo Ler army in Manchuria de- 
pends primarily on her command of the sea. 

From the “ Weekly Cull” of San Francisco 
we take the following leading urticle on the 
“President os Modiator.” ‘To us on the 
epot, and taking into consideration the pre- 
sent situation, ib would seem somewhat pro- 
mature to speik of mediation. 

Advices from Washington state that Sccre- 
tary Hay has sont to the Courta of St. Pe- 
tersburg and Tokio, through our respective 
Ambassadors at those places, informal notice 
that the President of the United States 
stands willing to tender his good offices in 
tho services of peace when tho moment for 
such action seems auspicious to the warri 
Powers. Tho note of Secrotary Hay, though 
couched informally, is, in the usages of dip- 
lomacy, definite and indicative of the strong 
desire on tho part of this Government to play 
the part of mediator, ‘This is pro-eminently 
good stroke on the part of Hay and the 
President. It must carry conviction to the 
Court of St. Petersburg of tho strict fairness 
and impartiality which our Government 
maintains in the present war, and it must as- 
sure tho Czax’s Ministers of their mistake in 
reckoning with anything but unswerving neu- 
trality on the part of the United States, ‘To 
Japan the offer of our good offices can have 
no ulterior meaning and can bear no more 
significance than it has in the eyes of the 
Russians. Viewed strictly from the 
standards of diplomacy the United States is 
in a bottor position to offer itself as a mo 
diator than any other Power. We have no 
treaties of alliance binding us to either of 
‘the belligerents. We have no pacts with 
China save those relating to the regulation 
of tridé'and tha freedom of her open ports.

‘When the time comes for peace preliminaries 
the leading Powers of Europe manifestly can- 
not play the part of the dove, England, 
bound to Japan in alliance, France tied to 
tie Russian cause, are disqualified. Ger- 
many is resting under too strong a suspicion 
of boing an “honest broker” in affairs of the 
For East to gain the confidence of Japan at 
least; Russia would probably gladly delegate 
the Kaiser to act as his peacemaker. Italy 
is im too delicate a position with regard to 
her own status in the sublime Concert of 
Powers to attempt any such delicate rdle as 
that of tribune in the war game. Austria 
has juint interests with Russia in the Balkans 
‘that would not make for impartiality in judg- 
ment. Of course peace is probably a long 
way off in the Orient. Neither the United 
States nor any otber nation is likely to be 
called in the very near future to be the 
bearer of the olive brench. ‘To the favour- 
able impression of Hay’s joint note to the 
Powers on the limiting of the feld of war 
there will be added, however, further re- 
spect on the part of our friends across the 
water for our diplomatic finesse in thus offer- 
ing ourselves as arbiters. Hay's last note 
adds strength to the already stable prestige 
of our diplomacy. . 

‘Tho “ Detroit Tribune” draws attention to 
the fact that “fatal blunders” have invari- 
ably marked tho initial stages of every war 
in which Russia has been The 
sinking of the battleship Orel at Cronstadt 
is, it asserts, but another curious illustration 
of this fact.’ We quote as follows from its 
columns: — 

Even the best of Kussian officers do not 
seem to be capable of that watchfulness and 
care which are_absolutely essential to the 
sutcessful handling of these intricate 
machines. ‘This great craft, having been 
made ready to receive her armament, was 
moved to Cronstadt for that purpose and in- 
continently sank to the bottom on her arrival 
there. Investigation showed that her valves 
had been opened, permitting tho sea water 
to rush into her interior. ‘The workmen are 
blaned for the present, but what sort of 
officers must those be who would leave the 
safety of such a vessel to the discretion of 
workmen, Old Czar Nicholas I would have 
had a fow heads off for such a performance, 
and, indeed, it was always necessary to chop 
off & few doven in the early stages of Rus- 
sian war in order to remind responsible off- 
cers that it was their duty to remain awake. 
In theso degenerate days of the Empire, no 
negligence is punished unless the guilty com- 
mit suicide of their own volition. ‘The first 
attack upon Port Arthur, a complete and in- 
excusable surprise, found all the official staff 
amusing themselves at balls on shore. In 
earlier days a goodly number of these would 
have been shot, and the survivors would 
have danced less thereafter when the enemy 
was in their neighbourhood. All that the 
Russian Government has done about it is to 
complain in a feoble way in its diplomatic 
communfeations of the “treachery” of the 
Japanese in not sending a herald on in ad- 
‘vance to announce their intention to attack. 

‘The introduetion of Chinese coolie labour 
into South Africa has raised a storm of hos- 
tile criticism in the United States.

‘much more than a mere commentary on the 
political situation in this quarter of the 
globe. It contains a sober, unexcited inves- 
tigation ‘of that “Russian Peril” which the 
West, has half-verlooked in its absorbed 
speculations on a danger of more tawny 
colour. It presents the Slav as opposed to 
the Teuton, the government, by the educated 
fow, 25 to that of the enlightened 
similated’ knowledge, or liberties abused. 
many, tho blissfulness of ignorant content as 
contrasted with tho fretfulness of il-as- 
Social conditions in England, in France, in 
Germany, in America, are not yet such ‘that 
they leave no opportunity for philosophy to 
question if there may not be a better way. 
‘The Chineso has cherished his peculiar sys- 
tem of thought. and government for genera- 
tions ; still cherishes it, in spite of the per- 
sistent knockings at his door of exterior in- 
fluences, The Slav has his ideals also, and 
only tho fanatically narrow-minded will dis- 
miss them unheard. 
‘That Russia is an autocraoy, or rather a 
buremeracy, has been said so often that the 
curious fact’ usually escapes attention that 
its economic system, as applied to peasant 
life, is based on conceptions dear to the heaite 
of the most advanced socialists. ‘The prin- 
ciple of communal holdings, with periodical 
redistribution of land allotments; the re- 
pression of the commercial and manufactur- 
ing spirit; an uneventful, unambitious life 
on the soil,—all these, things, have been ail- 
vocated again and again as remedies for 
social injustices. Here are illuminating pas- 
sages from Mr. Drage on “ peasant, charac- 
teristics” : 
“By far the largest proportion of agricul- 
tural land i Rossia is farmed by peasant cul- 
tivators, working either on their own allot- 
‘ments ot on the estates of neighbouring land- 
owners, Unfortunately for the country the 
methods of agriculture which are followed 
‘coinpriso all the defects arising from 
ignorance and extreme poverty, and are lead- 
ing to the gradual exhaustion of even the ex- 
traordinarily fertile soil of the Black Mould. 
sone. Tho “Rossian ‘was ‘till quite 
recently (1861), and still shows the charac- 
toristic of, a serf. He is, as a Fale, without 
enterprise’ “or ‘energy, capable of passively 
‘enduring pain and misery, but incapable of 
improving hin-position by his own efforts’ or 
initiative... . . Ho has, in ‘conse- 
‘very few cases even attempted to 
overcome the economic difficulties left by tle 
emancipstion, and under the sway of the vil 
luge community ig often no more free than 
he was in the state of serfdom.” (p. 113). | 

“All motive for industry and enterprise 
on tho part'of an individual peasant is des- 
toyed, whetithe feels that his extra produce 
may be beiztd (0 pay the debts of a default- 
ing neighbour, or that at the next redis- 
tribution of lind be ‘may lose’ his well-eul- 
tivated fields and receive in exchange land 
which bas been thoroughly exhausted. The 
poorer peasants, on the other hand, demend 
such redistributions’ with "increasing fre- 
quency, in the hope that they may thus ob- 
tain fields which have been under better cul- 
tivation than their own.” (p. 117.) = 

“The two. main’ d:rections in which’ prd- 
gress can be seen are in the appearance 
‘of different social classes amongst the agri- 


























cultural population, and in the decay of com- 
munal ownership in some localities.” 
(p. 118.) (The italics are ours.) 

It is quite impossible here to follow Mr. 
Drage all through his interesting pages on 
the agrarian problems awaiting solution in 
Russia, but it may be noticed in passing that 
the extension of railways and other facilities 
for transport, has hitherto been regarded as 
calamity rather than otherwise, as the re- 
salt is that “the best quality and most 
nourishing kinds of grain are exported, leav- 
ing only the inferior and less nourishing 
grain for home consumption.” (p. 114.) 

In the chapters on Commerce, on Indusiry, 
and on Finance, are to be found equally 
valuable lessons. Protection has been given 
a long trial in Russia and it is worth noting 
some of the effects. 

“ Russia produces less corn pér head than 
4a consumed per head in other countries, and 
yet ranks as the second corn-exporting coun- 
izy in the world. Germany, which produces 
rather more per head of population than 
Russia docs, has to import considerable 
quantities of corn, and does s0 largely from 
Russia, « It is no wonder that 


famines are now of constant occurrence in 
somo past or other of the empire and that 
as Mr. Long asserts, tho consumption of 





‘est provinces in the empire have come to live 
0 miserably that the increase in their num- 


bers has altogether ceased.” (p. 315.) 
Space can be found only for one more ex- 
tect. M. de Witte is quoted as saying 
“The protectionist system no doubt. con- 
ferred benefits on us, but it was a very ex. 
pensive school. It now weighs heavily on 
almost all classes of the population. ~The 
country ought therefore to get rid of it as 
quickly as possible, and for this purpose it is 
necessary to attract to the national industry 
large amount of cheap foreign capital. By 
that means the general level of technical 
knowledge will be raised, industrial methods 
will be improved and more active ‘healthy 
competition will be introduced.” (p. 316.) 
Mr. Drage does not hesitate to say that 
the Russian “are now entering upon 
the death struggle for freedom.” ‘The great 
bulk of the population, at all events, does 
not appreciate the nominally well-meant in- 
tentions of its rulers to keep it unspotted 
from the evils of Western civilisation, ‘The 
zemstva, the only bodies which in any way 
reflect public opinion, have carried reforms, 
notably in the matter of education, to the 
Yim of their powers. They have placed 
definite and moderate proposals before the 
Czar with the object of relieving the distress 
and dissatisfaction which exist everywhere, 
and, “if they are allowed to carry out their 
Gin aims, the work of reform may be quietly 
effected from within.” In the alternative, 
“the patience of the Russian people is now 
strained to the breaking-point; and the in- 
evitable change, which though it may still 
be delayed, has never séemed so near, will, 
if not made from above with a good grace, 
be surely accompanied by an outburst from 
below, excesding in horror ansthing nat 
history records of the French Revolution.” 
Recent events in Finland are but signs of 
the times and it is difficult to understand the 
terrible policy which (as our author shows) 
has changed what was until lately the most 
loyal, "as well as the most progressive, 
portion of the Empire into a hopelessly reck- 
Tess community, driven to emigration and 
Governor-shooting. Mr. Henry Norman 
certainly played the apologist for the Czar's 
government on that as on a more recent 
‘occasion; and it helps to an appreciation of 
this industrious politician's Iatest effusion 
im the “Times” to remember that he defend- 
ed the crushing ont of Finland's lib 
on the ground that Russia was only following 

















the example of other strong Powers in deal- 
ing with weaker peoples. Mr. Drage treats 
succingtly of the grievances of Finland, of 
Poland, and of the Baltic provinces, and 
shows how in each instance Russian govern- 
ment hss tended to supplant prosperity by 
poverty, and peacefal industry by restless 
conspirings. 

‘The story of Rassian endeavour gradually 
to absorb Asia, and of her rapidly gained 
ascendency in the centre of this continent 
affords material for a volume in itself. Mr. 
Drago discusses these difficult and intricate 
chapters of history as can only one who is 
intimate with the perplexing semi-civilised 
peoples who have successively fallen victims 
to the wiles of the Bear. Tho astonishing 
thing is that he has been ablo to compress 
0 much detail into his book and yet give 
it a readable body. An encyclopedia in the 
form of a romance is scarvely an exaggerated 
description of a volume, of which a brief 
review such as this can convey neither the 
glamour nor the reference value. Its price is 
21 shillings.

And he will do 
it, He will throw tiro-thirds of the yamén 
runners out of their fat, parasitic job, pai 
every opium-smoking subordinate out of his 
yamén, and know every part of his district 
eforo he has been there six months. 

Shi, Our Military Official, 

is dead. We mourn him not because of any 
marvellous ability shown in offics. He col- 
lected the pay of ten soldiers where he kept 
five men. He was an ardent spiritualist in 
belief, his scroll of honour being a daub 
approaching some Chinese choracter, the 
same siid to have been writton by’ a pen in 
the hand of am unseen spirit. He believed 
in the planchetts board and was in all things 
most superstitious for so enlightened a 
Chinese, 

A Friend to Foreigners. 

We mourn him because he from the first 
bas shown friendship to the foreigners and 
was often at our homes, ever ready to help, 
even when others were turning the cold 
shoulder. There has besn very little 
evidence of mercenary motives in all his 
years of friendship. . 


The Schools of Western Learning 
are slowly multiplying. ‘They willingly give 
‘a salary of $100 Mexican to young Chinese 
‘who have spent five or six years in Nanking 
schools. Even some of tie market towns 
have caught the fever. 
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A Mission School. 

‘A school started by the mission here for 
smal] children has been besieged by young 
men of high standing in the region. “They 
willingly undergo many things to be taught 
of the foreigner. Ten have been received 
as an experiment. ‘Thé number has beon 
Timited to gain the best class and the vest 
fesults. ‘Their ages range from 20 to 30 
years, but they are buckling down to their 
boats like so many small boys. ‘Their plea 
is for just as broad an education as we can 
give them and most are willing to look five 
years of hard study in the face. China is 
moving.

This was in southern Ch‘anglo 
‘Ten miles further south, Mr. Vorschulte 
in Auch‘in was honeyeombing sundry 
small hills and tapping half-a-dozen veins 
of silver. ‘The work is only in the ex- 
perimental stage, but already there are 
about 1,300 feet of horizontal tunnelling 
in the solid rock, besides over 600 feet of 
shafts in various spots. 
called porphyry in German terminology, 
and may be what we term andesites, and 
are probably of tho Permian age. ' The 
veins are but little inclined from the 
vertical and tho gangue is barytes and 
fluorite. How rich the ores may be is 
not known until the proper analyses have 
been completed. 

















Coal. 

In the Ch‘anglo district coal was the 
object looked for, and, as already stated, 
Grilling had gone on, on one hillside, 
through soine 500 feet of volcanic con- 
glomerate. But on a neighbouring hill a 
shaft had been sunk of about 130 feet, at 
which depth, a horizontal tunnel of only 
some 20 yards in length struck a vertical 
seam of good coal. ‘The discovery of the 
seam happened exaetly in the hour of my 
arrival, and I was heartily glad to joju in 
the rejoicing of the three or four Germans 
whose labour was thus rewarded. Be- 
tween the coal seam and the mineral lodes 
it looked to me as though it must be 
worth running a branch line from Fang- 
tzo or from Weihsien, some 30 miles, and 
the district may then become busy and 
prosperous. 

Old Workings. 

‘There was one exceedingly interesting 
fact to be noted ; in the search both for 
the metals and the coal the seekers were 
guided by old Chineso workings. Shafts 
had been sunk along the lines of several 
veins, and the ores extracted to the depth 
of 80 or 100 fect. A poor seam of coal 
(they missed the good one) had been 
worked to over 150 feet deep! This took 
place apparently towards the close of the 
last dynasty, say 300 years ago, and 
various tools of thoso times were picked 
up in the old workings. 

One was pleased to remark that the 
attitude of the people in this back coun- 
try was unmistakably peaceful, which 
would indicate that the Germans there 
havo not only been energetic and enter- 
prising, but also judicious and tactful in 
their treatment of the natives.

‘Tokio, 21st June. 
‘The Battle of Tehlisze. 

Just as the capturo of Kinchou about 
four weoks ago carried a great moral 
lesson, the battle of Tehlisze is of 
extreme strategic importance. It was 
waged ina mountainous aud’ enclosed 
district and was not a good position for 
defence because retreat presented dif- 
ficulties. On the other hand, to attack it 
was not easy, and the Russians probably 
expected that the Japanese would move 
slowly and occupy the various positions by 
degrees. ‘The Japanese, however, moved 
with remarkable celerity and used every 
section of their forces. A later con- 
fidontial report statos that the Russians 
were preparing to continue their down. 
ward movement towards Kaiping aud 
Hsiungyaochéng, but this defeat appears 
practically to have demolished Gen: 
Kuropatkin’s programme for the reliof of 
the Kinchon peninsula. The Japanese 
recognise that the Russian soldiers are 
not so weak as predicted by some 
arm-chait critics. “They havo fought 
stubbornly on the Yalu, at Kinchou, 








and ut Teblisze, and ‘at the last. 
mentioned place they made several 
counter-attacks. The “heavy casualties 





among the higher Russian officers are 
probably due to the inferior discipline 
of their troops, and they have therefore 
to run risks themselves. 

Imperial Thanks. 

‘The Emperor has addressed the follow- | 
ing message to General Baron Oku :— 


has now again attacked the enemy in the 
vicinity of Teblisze and secured a grand 
victory after a prolonged fierce engage- 
ment, having captured the regimental 
colours and taken prisoner the Regimental 
Commander and several hundred others 
of the enomy. 

“We profoundly appreciate the loyalty 
and courage of all of you, who could thus 
decisively impair the strength of tho 
enemy.” 

To the above, the Commander of the

“Your Majesty has recently granted a 
warm message with reference to tho 
capture of Nanshan and graciously dis- 
patched an Imporial Chamberlain, andnow 
again appreciated the fighting at ‘Tehliszo. 
We are impressed beyond expression, and 
it shall be our constant endeavour to 
comply with the Imperial wishes. Wo 
beg to present this reply.” 

The Disasters to the Transports. 

‘Taking advantage of the painful 
sensation caused by the recent loss of 
transports, the pro-Russian party are 
circulating various rumours. The Viadivo- 
stock squadron have a taller record than 
was at first supposed. Altogether the 
following vessels were damaged directly 
or indirectly: the Hitachi, Sado, Idzumi, 
Ugo, Shikoku, Katsuno, Yawata, and 
Ansei. ‘The unfortunate Hitachi is said 
to have had on board the following :— 


Guards Second Reserve ... 1,095 
Mercantile crew 120 
Horses 320 


The Japanese Press writes in most 
sympathetic strain of the foreign officers 
who died honourable deaths with the 
Japanese troops. Captain John Camp.

With regard to theso disasters the 
General Committee of the Seiyukai 
party held a conference yesterday and 
passed the following resolution, which was. 
sent to the Premier (Count Katsura) 

“While the Kinshu Maru disaster is 
still in the minds of the people, the 
Okinoskima disaster now befalls us. 
Nothing can be moro regrettable. Wo 
are convinced that it will ultimately 
become known on whom the respon- 
lity for the Okinoshima disaster 
lies, yet we sincerely hope that tho 
Government will adopt strict measures 
at this juncture in order to prevent a 
further ‘repetition of such ‘ deplorable 
incidents.” 

Misfortunes Never Come Singly.

Subsequently their Majesties 
gave to the Major some dishes from 
the Imperial table, together with 
cases of cake and wine,twhich Major 
Hoshino said he would distribute among 
his comrades still staying in Moji. 
Popular Feeling. 

Some of the Japanese and foroi; 
journals, including the “Nichi Ni 
Seem inclined to suspect carelessness on 
the part of the authorities in connection 
with tho loss of the transports. But 
the “ Kokuinin,” the “Asahi” and other 
leading journals refrain from serious 
criticism at this delicate juncture, and 
express sympathy with the steps taken by 
Admiral Kamimura, 

Food for the Russians. 

A Yokohama English paper publishes 
a rumour that the steamers Victoria 
and Tacoma, recently purchased by 
Russia, have successfully landed cargoes 
of war-provisions at the mouth of the 
Amur, or at least somewhere in the Gulf 
of Tartary. They were last in Yokohama 
on tho 9th of Match and the 28th of March 
respectively and then presumably sailed 
for their American ports. It is said that 
after discharging their cargo, which may 
have amounted to 5,000 tons, they were 
blown up to protect the entrance of the 
chanel from the Jepaness. 

Treachery. 

An attempt was recontly made by 
a few bad characters to imperil “an 
important service train on the Kiushu 
railway, by putting logs of wood and 
stones across the motals in a tunnel. A 
railway officer seut to the scene of the 
outrage, is now reported to have been 
severely wounded by a stone fulling from 
the top of the tunnel. 


Misceilancons. 

‘The Ono Hundred and Thirtioth Bank, 
Osaka, suspended payment on the 17th 
inst. ‘It is one of the largest banks in 
Osaka, but so far the financial situation 
there has not been much affected. The 
bank gained some notoriety some two or 
three years ago, through a lawsuit with 
the Russo-Chinese Bank. 

Baron Kiyoura, Minister of Agricul- 
ture and Commeree, is to give a political 
dinner at his official’ residence to-morrow, 
when Count Katsuta and other Ministers 
are expected to be present.

The Port Arthur Sortic. 





After the gloom caused by the losses at | 


Okinoshima, Admiral Togo’s report on the 
attempted sortie by the Russian squadron 
from Port Arthur on the 23rd June is wide- 
ly welcomed. -‘The Tokio newspapers un- 
animously eulogiso the promptness of the 
expeditionary fleet in checking the enemy. 
‘This venture by the patched-up vessels con- 
firms the recent rumours that the Port 
Arthur authorities have been blasting away 
the obstructions at the harbour mouth, bat 
it is noticenble that the Russian vessels 
which emerged on the 23rd availed them- 
selves of the full tide and were obliged to 
anchor outside in face of their enemy. ‘This 
shows that the blocking has been far from 
@ failure. ‘Tho Russian squadron was corked 
up for over fifty days, during which time 
the Japanese were able to effect in security 
all their most importont operations in trans- 
porting and landing troops. What did the 
Russians intend by their sortie? Admiral 
Togo seems to think they contemplated a 
dash for liberty in a southern direction. 


Imperial Appreciation. 

In connection with this: attempted sortie 
the Emperor has addressed the following

“The Combined Fleet, through continual 
hardships, has already pressed the enemy’s 
squadron, covered the landing of our troops 
on the enemy’s land and established a strong 
base.

It is certain that 
about the same time one Japanese and 
one British steamer passed éhrough the 
strait, but nothing could be definitely as- 
certained owing to the dense fog.” Nover- 
theless as a matter of precaution shippers 
were officially warned against navigation in 
these and adjacent waters. ‘The reports 
were all contradicted to-day from reliable 
sources.

Tajima and Tango Provinces, as well as the 
coast of Kiushu.

The War and the “ Yellow Peril.” 

When I wrote week ago, the news of the 
great Japanese victory at Kinchou had only 
just arrived, and had not, been officially con- 
firmed. Indeod the “Times” of the 27th 
‘May was without an account of the great en- 
gagement. The “Central News” correspon- 
dent had somehow managed to steal a march 
on all bis rivals and get the news home a 
day ahead; and as the “Times” is not sup- 
plied with telegrams by th “ Central News,’ 
the leading journal was behind all the othor 
Papors. It is a decided score for the agency. 
A day later came the Japanese official ae- 
eounta and detailed doscriptions from Reu- 
ter. We had already almost eeased to be 
surprised at Japanese victories, but as your 
readers may imagine, this gro:t triumph, 
characterised by the most brilliant strategy 
and a consummate grasp of the conditions of 
modern scientific warfare has slurtled even 
the most optimistic among u-. It has led 
once more to a disetasion of the question as 
to what would be the effect on history 
if the nations of the Far Kast—China as well 
as Japan—should establish their posi 
among the great military Powers of the 
world. I observe, however, that more than 
one journal, in diseussing the “ Yellow Peril,” 
has adopted the view, first, put forward I be- 
love in the “North-China Daily New:

} by Liberals as by supporters of the Govera- 
ment. 


‘Thames Steamers. 

Another measure which is of great interest 
to us in London has also made such progress 
this week that there can no longer be any 
doubt, that i will poss into law this session, 
and that is the Bill of the London County 
Council empowering them to establish a ser- 
ico of steamers on the Thames. It was 
successfully opposed Jast year and has been 
strongly opposed this year by those owning 
the old fleet of steamers which used to run 
on the Thames and which were taken off 
8 few years ago, partly or wholly in conse- 
quence of a dispute about pier dues. This, 








company too has been trying to re-establish 
itself, though it would have liked better to 
compel the County Council to buy up ite 
fleet. Mr. Burns, however, cruelly remarked 
in the course of the debate last night that 
the Council had no use for old scrap iron, 
Whether the new sarvice will prove re. 
munerative to the ratepayers of London may 
be questioned; but there cin be no 
doubt that under the management of 
the County Council we shall have a service 
of which London will have no need to be 
ashamed. It really has seemed lamentable 
doring the past few years that our most 
magaifcont _ should havo entirely caused 
te be a highway for passengers. Even in 
the wretched old ‘penny boats” a trip be. 
tween London Bridge and Chelsea was » 
pleasant experience giving oné a series of 
delightfal views of London which could be 
seen in no other way; and for my part T 
believe that a really efficient service would, 
at least daring the summer months, far more 
than pay expenses,

Sm,—The undersigned beg to draw 
your attention to an edict which has been 
promulgated by the authorities of C) 
iang province (Showshing district), by 
which they increase the likin on dry 
cocoons from $12 per picul dry to $14, 
with the mention that as there is a great 
profit for the merchant in this commodity 
this increase of likin cau well be support- 
ed. 

Considering that the cost of a picul 
dry is about $150, and that this increase 
in likin would amount to very nearly 
10 per cent, and that it is quite arbitrary, 
the more so as most of the contracts for 
cocoons for the new season have already 
been made, and we based our cal- 
entation on the old tax, we herewith beg 
to protest against this arbitrary tax. 

In the province of Kiangsn (Woosie 
district), the likin is Tis. 9 per picul 
Ary for cocoons, which are worth from 
$100/120 per picul dry. If the above 
increase in Showshing should be allowed 
to pass, there is no donbt that tho author- 
ities in Kiangsn provineo will adopt 
similar tacties. 

Wo recommend this mattor to your 
immediato attention, as the cocoons’ will 
soon be shipped.

4 figures). Secing that often several 
characters are required to make up what 
would he one word in a forbign language, 
the charge of half rates for Chineso 
messages in plain language (Chinese 
messages in code are charged the same 
rate as foreign messages) has been 
considered proper and just.

The Board of Directors now submit 
their Report and Statement of Accounts 
for the year 1903. 

The ‘keen competition experienced 
throughout the year has, as in the pre- 
ceding year, adversely affected the earn- 
ings of the Flest ; and other’ circum- 
stances, such as the strained condition of 
political affairs and extreme financial 
prossuro amongst the Chinese commercial 
community have tended to restriet bus- 
iness and to limit the movement of mer- 
chandiso. Freights consequently ruled 
low, resulting in a smaller revenue than 
for some years, 

Tho Board havo satisfaction in report- 
ing that again the Company has boen 

in escaping any serious casualty 
0 Underwriting Account has re- 
sulted insubstantial gain. With a view 
to limiting the risk, chiefly upon the larger 
steamers, cover has been provided, by 
which, in the event of a total loss, the 
claims upon the Account would be mater- 
ially reduced. ‘The Board have therefore 
folt justified in transferring £65,291 7s. 2d. 
to the Revenue of the year, leaving 
the Underwriting Account ‘with a credit 
balance of £205,000. 

After making duo provision for De- 
preciation on the Fleet (£60,953) and 
for Interest, General Charges, and In- 
come Tax, the Revenue Account, with 
the transfer above referred to, shows a 
balance of £30,647 16s. 8d., from which 
the Directors ‘recommend ‘the payment 
of a Dividend of 5 per cent free of In- 


























and leave a balance of £5,853 6s. 8d. 
to be carried forward to 1904. 

‘The hostilities between Japan and 
Russia, and the general feeling of un- 
certainty in Northern China have had 
the effect of restrieting trade in the early 
months of the present year, but the 
position has subsequently improved. 

The steamers Kut Sang and Chelydra 
have, since the last report, been satis- 
factorily disposed of, and the Fleet has 
been strengthened by the following five 
steamers, which have been built in this 
country and dispatched, viz.: Tung Shing, 
Wai Shing, Foo Shing, Yat Shing, and 
Tuck Wo. These have arrived in China

: GRAND CANAL. 
To the Editor of the 
*“Norra-Cama Dany News.” 


Brm,—It is already certain that the 
port of Tientsin is to be one of the most 
important in the Far East, quite 
irrespective of any political “changes 
which may take place in the control of 
the regions to which this is the natural 
gateway. ‘The internal commerce of this 
natural centre has been distributed in 
part by four waterways—the Peiho, upon 
which Tungchou is situated; the Pao- 
tingfu river ; the Hsiahsi or Lower West 
river, and the Grain Transporting 
river, or so-called ‘Grand Canal,” 
rising in south-eastern Shansi and 
north-western Honan and _— flowing 
through southern Chibli and western 
Shantung to join the Peiho in front of the 
often-destroyed Roman Catholic Cathe- 
dral at Tientsin, Since the railway has 
carried the tribute rico arriving from 
the south directly to the Peking 
granaries outside the Chi Hua gate of 
Poking, the old fleets of grain-boats 
which used to be such a picturesque 
nuisance on the Peiho have been 

















abolished, the vessels themselves having 
boon sold and transformed, used in other 
places, or broken up. ‘The river traffic 
‘on this once important route has been 
In place of the 
miles of house-boats and other craft 
which used to line the banks at T'ung- 
chou, there are now but a scant half- 
dozen house-boats glad to make an 
ongagement at a very moderate price 
for half a month ahead. ‘The river has 
boon allowed to shoal up unvexed by 
intelligent regulation, and as tho railway 
management prefers. to strangle water 
traffic, strangled it is. The Paotingfu 
river has. always been limited in its 
usofulness by lack of water in the upper 
part, the series of locks sorving to make 
the little available water go as fs 
as slowly) as possible.

‘Within the past two years several causos 
have operated to diminish the amount of 
boat trafficon this stream. ‘The fow fleets 
which remained of the inland tribute-rice 
transportation reaching Linch‘ing through 
the real Canal have, since 1902, beon 
definitely abolished, effecting a great 
saving in actual expenso and cutting off| 
fa great waste in smuggling, for which 
purpose alone the relic of the past 
sooms to havo beon successfully nourished. 

Tn like manner the grain tribute from 
Shantung (millet, etc.), cumbrous and 
costly, has also been stopped, releasing a 
large number of boats for othor purposes. 

‘The opening of the Pei-Han railway to 
the borders of the Yellow River has made 
it possible for travellers to reach inland 
points much more quickly and more 
cheaply than by boat. In the recent 
examinations at Kaiféngfu, to which 
Chihli scholars (by the thoughtful kind- 
ness of the Peace Commissioners of 1901) 
were obliged to go, all the travel was by 
rail, and none of it by boat as formerly. 
































the Peking Syndicate from Taok‘ou to 
the coal mines in the foot-hills of Shansi 
and Honan has given employment to a 
large number of large junks for two years 
or so, in carrying wood, rails,” and 
machinery ; and when coal is actually put 
on the market, it must be through the 
agency of boats, Taok‘ou being at the 
head of large junk navigation. Yet 
despite the absolute decrease in the 
amount of boat traffic on the Grand 
Canal, its difficulties and obstructions 
have never been s0 serious as in the yoars 
since the Boxer bubble exploded. For 
many miles before its junction with the 
Peiho the Canal is a narrow and a crook- 
ed stream, often not more than thirty 
yards in width, and in places not more 
than twenty yards. All sorts of vessels 
have been in the habit of anchoring in 
these tortuous bends discharging cargo 
and awaiting their convenience, or the 
“troubling of the waters,” for taking on 
more. Each large junk has a smaller boat 
behind, and each of these absorbs much 
of the exiguous space in this congested 
channel, till passage in either direction is 
frequently an impossibility. ‘This state of 
things has always obtained ut intervals, 
but what I wish now to point out is that 
it is becoming—indeed has become— 
chronic, and no remedy in sight. 

In the early part of the season it is not’ 
so much felt, but each year in May and 
June, and again towards the close of 
navigation in October: 
scenes are witnessed. The Custor 
rier was fixed (by the late “ Provi- 
ional Government”) at the gate of the 
earth rampart, some six or eight li from 
its former site outside what was onde the 
north gate. Yet the only effect has been 
to fill the whole spaco from here to the 
confluence with the Peiho with a mass of 
stranded, and often struggling craft, some 
of them only desirous of being let alone, 
and others most anxious to get on, but 
all alike as helpless as corks trying to 
pass one another in the neck of a bottle. 

The Tientsin streets lined with 
uniformed police, who seem to be effi- 
cient and intelligent. No overcrowding, 
no blockade is there allowed, But in 
this one vital artery of water trade and 
travel, confusion and old night reign 
supreme. Evory pig-headed boatman 
(and as a class they have inflexible views 
‘of their own right and the duties of 
others) scoms to be at full liberty to 
punt his clumsy tub into “the midst 
of a wild welter of vessels all hopelessly 
struggling to got somewhere, and of 

ling in vain. Then with 
they arrange their oars 
for a mat-shed, spread out their choco- 
late-coloured bedding and sleep the sleep. 
of those to whom time is not a condition of 
thought, and who havo a fixed conviction 
that “All things come to him who waits” 
(except what he is waiting for). 

The poor foreigner, however, who 
“must” get somowhoro, sends his cards 
to the police headquarters, to the Chén- 
t‘ai’s yamén, to any and all officials seom- 
ing to furnish any gleam of help, and the 
result is a trusty band of faithful 
pioneers who enter tpon a struggle with 
fate with heroic zeal. As the outcome of, 
ton hours of unremitting exertion, and by 
the friendly aid of boatmen who would 
never stir an inch but for the show of! 
visible authority, one’s house-boat may be 
forwarded half a mile, or possibly a mile, 
with just as much remaining for the next 
day, aud thon the next. After submitting 
to this terrible ordeal twice every year,

Per contra, the building of the railway of 


8 term of years, the “happy thought” 
persists in suggesting itself, is there no 








remedy? Common sense certainly sug- 
gests that the rules applicable to the land 
should be relentlessly applied to the 
water—no occupation of space not tsed, no 
loitering around for future cargoes, a clear 
channel always kept for vessels in both 
directions, and water police to see that this 
is enforced by day and by night. Is thre 
anything absurd about so simple an ex- 
pedient ? Can anything be more absurd 
‘than the waste of time, of capital, and of 
temper to which tens of thousands aro 
now uselessly subjected? With the 
growth of the port, boat trafiic will not 
tend to diminish. Why not grapple with 
the problem and settle it by some means 
while it is not yet too late? 

‘The waters of the Canal are at present 
drained off at a point 130 li above 
Tientsin to irrigate some “rice land” 
on the soda flats about Hstnch‘eng, 
which onco were “dumped down” 
from the Peiho. ‘The Haiho Con- 
sorvancy having put a stop to this waste 
of navigable fluids, the next best thing ap- 
pears to have been to take it from the 
Grand Canal, which can still loss spare it. 
Were the entire flow of the Canal avail- 
able every day, the evils would be much 
less, though still serious enough. I sup- 
pose the long-suffering Editor is probably 
mentally inquiring long ere this: “ What 
have I got to do with this business? This 
is ‘not my {uneral’—take it where it 
belongs!” But if we do not write to 
Mr. Editor,” with a series of “Now, 
Sirs,” what shall we do? ‘To whom shall 
we write? (I may montion incidentally 
that I have taken occasion to lay the 
matter before Trang ‘faot‘ai of the Lm- 
peril Maritime Customs. If he says 
Wind, it will blow—if he says Rain, it will 
fall.) One thing sooms assured. ‘Thin, 
must improve, for they cannot possibly 
remain as they are, and it is difficult to 
tee how they can bo worso !

IMPERIAL DECREE. 


(ny TELHGRAPH FROM PEKING.) 
(SPECIALLY TRANSLATED FoR THY “ NourH- 
CHINA DAILY NEWS.) 


2nd June. 
‘The Chinkiang Anti-Police Riot. 
‘We have received a memorial from Wei 


Kuang-tao, Viceroy of the Liangkiang 
proviness, stating that owing to tho establish. 
ment of a modem police forco in the city 
of Chinkiang by his ordors, a large gang 
of rowdies being hostile to the innovation, 
created (last May) a riot against the force, 
resulting in serious consequences to the 
Police, ete. As Chinkiang is a treaty port 
vihore people from all quarters congregn, 
there should have been no delay in establish. 
ing a modern potice force, and it was the duty 
of the looal authorities there to uso due 
judgment and care in organising an efficient 
body of police, properly disciplined. Wien, 
however, a movement was made by the local 
officials to remove the old market stalls to 
a new place the rowdies of the place, using 
this as an excuse, created a riot, forcing the 
shops and tradesmen in the neighbourhood 
to close their doors, destroying the said 
police station, furniture and appurtenances, 
and killing some of the people there. This 
indeed shows that the local authorities 
‘were incapable of handling properly such a 
matter and we therefore hereby command 
‘that the head of police, the district 
magistrate, Tou Chén-shan; the assistant 
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head of police, Yo; the district magistrate 
of Tantubsien, Hung; the Chinkiang Taotai, 
Kuo; and the Chinkiang prefect, Hsiang, 
be all handed to the: Board of Civil Appoint- 
ments for the determination of penalties 
adequate to their several misdemeanours. 
Other and more capable officers should 
be appointed to take charge of the 
said police force and they should be exhorted 
to use their best endeavours to wipe out 
bad customs and establish a new régime. 








NOTES ON NATIVE 
AFFAIRS. 


2nd July. 
The Abolition of Likiu. 

In accordance with the requirements of 
the new Tariff Trenties with Great Britain, 
the U. 8., and.other countries, the Waiwupa 
sent instructions two days.ago to the various 
Viceroys and Governors of provinces inform. 
ing them that, commencing with the 1st of 
January next, no more likin must be per- 
mitted to be collected. in. the Empire and 
requiring those high officials to report. to 
the ‘Throne as to how .they intend to. collect 
ordinary Customs dues and taxes. in the 
future. 

Proposed Canton-Macao Railway. 

‘A Poking letter states that a Portuguese 
gentleman is now in the Capital trying to 
get the permission of the Shangpu and Wai- 
wupu to construct @ railway between Macao 
and Canton. “It seoms that this gentleman 
first went to Shanghai and approached H.E. 
Shang Kung-poo with the object of 
making the proposed railway a private 
one, and a modus vivendi had even 
been settled upon when, it is reported, 
H.E, Vicoroy ‘Tsén Ch'un-hsten of ‘Canton 
wrote to H.E, Shéng Kung-pao asking the 
latter to delay signing any agreement con- 
cerning'the railway. ‘The Portuguese gentle. 
man, therefore, wearied with the delay in 
getting things settled in Shanghai went to 
Peking to work his scheme officially through 
the Boards of Commerce and Foreign 
Affairs.”

Beath of a Notable Mandarin, 

A dispatch from Ch‘angshu, a city not 
very far distant from Wusioh, reports the 
death in the first named city, on the 
8rd inst., at the age of seventy-cight, of 
his Excellency Weng Tung-ho, lato Grand 
Secretary and well-known ex-Tutor to 
his Majesty Kuang Hai. ‘The late Im- 
perial Tutor obtained the degree of 








Optimus (Chuang Yuan) of the Hanlin 
graduates of 1856. Twenty years later 
he was appointed Vice-President of the 
Board of Revenue ; promoted President 
of the Consorate in 1879; President of 
the Boards of Works and of Punishments 
in 1879; Chancellor of the Imperial 
Academy February 1881; Probationary 
Grand Councillor in December 1882 and 
President of the Board of Works; Pre- 
sident of the Board of Revenue, January 
1886 ; Full Grand Councillor, November 
1894; President of the Military Archives 
Office in December of the same year ; 
pointed a Minister of the Tsungli Yamén 
(now called the Waiwupu) in August 1895; 
and Assistant Grand Secretary in Sep- 
tember 1807. During the Emperor's 
Reform year of 1898 in June, the late 
Imperial Tutor incurred the deep enmity 
ef the Empross Dowager by suggesting 
that her Majesty be requested to inter- 
fere no longer in affairs of State, leaving 
the entire management of the govern- 
ment to H. I. M. Kuang Hei, For this 
Weng Tung-ho would have been cashiored 
and severely punished, but in considera- 
tion of his being the Emperor's Tutor 
and moreover strongly bucked by his 
Majesty, the late Imperial ‘Tutor 
was merely commanded to vacate 
his post and return to his native, 
city of Ch‘angshu that samo mouth. 
After the Empress Dowager's coup d'état 
of September of that year (1898), having 
thus regained supreme power, her 
Majesty was at liberty to do what she 
liked and 80 she issued a decree in the 
December following by which Wéng 
‘Yung-ho was cashiered of his rank and 
titles “for ever,” his life being mereifully 
given to him “ by extra Imperial grace” 
i ideration of his previous services 
Prone. 
Decree of Imporial Clemency” 
due to the Empress Dowager’s seventieth 
birthday anniversary this year, which was 
issued last mouth and published in these 
columns at the time, restored to the late 
Grand Secretary and Imperial Tutor his 
former rank and titles, but it seems that 
he has not been permitted to enjoy 
them long, dying, itis stated without suy 
sickness at all.

FIRES. 


At 3.30 a.m. on Saturday the Louza Police 
received a message frum the Central Station 
to the effect that a fire lsd broken out in 
No. 4 disizict, ‘The alarm was given aluost 
simultancously.

‘They succeeded, however, in recovering all 
their comrades, and by a miracle all were 
souud in limb, though several lud bruises 
and sprains of & more or less severe 
churacler. ‘The second assistant of the 
Victorias was pinned to tho ground by a 
heavy beam which fell weross his leg and it 
was quite three-quarters of an hour before 
he was liberated. Four of the buried firemen 
were #0 bully bruised that they could not 
tun out yesterday. Nos. 7, 8, 9, 10, 
12, and 13, Wulu Road, were’ totally 
destroyed. No. 14 was damaged by fire aud 
water. ‘The coolie corps was not left in 
churge until newly 6.40 aan. 

Ab 4.5 an. on Sunday a tite broke out in 
the cook house of 374, Shantung Koad. ‘Lhe 
Mib-ho-loongs were first on the sceus and 
put on two streams before the arrival of 
any of the other companies. ‘I'he fire had 
obtained a good hold by the time the alarm 
was given aud before it was got out Nos. 
375 and 374, Shautng Road, were burnt out 
and Nos. 372, 375, 376, 377, and 4, Wubu 
Road, were damaged by fio and ’ war. 
‘Phe insurances were as follows :—372, ‘Ils. 
4,000, M. B. K.; 373, ‘ls. 1,000, B. & 8.5 
374, Tis. 600, Salamander, ‘Tis. 700, Ward 
Probst. ; 375-6, Tis. 600, Salamander. No. 
4, Wulw Road, was insured for" ‘Tis. 3,000 
with Carlowitz and Tis. 4,000 South Britisi. 

Yet another fire broke oul at 1.30 pan. 
‘on Sunday. A Sikh constable reported the 
fire at the station and the bell was ab once 
rung. The fire broke out in the top storey 
of 388, Honan Road, the Woreign and China 
Great ‘Dispensary, and was caused by the 
ignition of some chemicals which were being 
boiled over a spirit stove. Owing to the 
inflummable nature of the contents the 
flames burat very fiercely. ‘The Deluge got 
on first and soon set their engine to work. 
The various Companies took up the best 
possible positions, but it was soon seen that 
the building in which the fire staried and 
the adjoining one, also « medicine shop, must, 
be lost. With great dificulty the fames 
were prevented from spreading much further,

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‘Nos. 388 and 389, Honan Road, were totally 
destroyed ; Nos. 387, 390-123 were more 
or less damaged by fire and water. Nos. 
388.9 were insured for Tis. 5,000 and ‘Ts. 
2,000 respectively ; Nos. 390-1, a book store, 
Were insured for Tis. 14,000; Nos. 392-3, 
& matting shop, were insured for 'Tls: 
13,000; and No. 387, also a medicine shop, 
waa insured for Tis. 18,500. It will thus 
be seen that the insurance companies have 
had a bad time lately. 


Ar midnight on Monday a fire broke 
out in an alleyway off Santai Road, in 
Hongkow. ‘Tho outbroak was caused by a 
lamp being upset. ‘Tho alarm was 
promptly given and the brigade was soon 
on the spot, but the burning buildings 
wore very difficult to reach, boing in the 
centro of a largo block and only accessi- 
ble by narrow tortuous alloyways. Ina 
fow minutes, howover, stroams wero play- 
ing on all sides and although the blaze at 
first threatoned to ho a very big one, the 
firemen managed to confine it to fve 
small native houses. So rapidly did the 
flames burn at the commencement. that 
many of the occupants of the houses 
had “narrow escapes. A woman in the 
house numbered 79, Santai Road, was 
badly buent about tho body and had to 
he sent to ospital, During the tire a 
girl of ton years of age, who lived in the 
ame house was found to be missing but 
it was not known whether she had taken 
refuge outside or not. At 10.15 a.m. 
yesterday her body was discovered in the 
rains. ‘The burnt property, which isnot 
insured, is owned by Y. Ching Chong.

MONDAY'S BATTLE.

Monday's sham fight was one of the 
most practical affairs of the kind that the 
8. V. C. has ever taken part in. It was 
a glorious night, but dark, as the moon 
did not show hor face.

Road, and we all formed up on: Mr. 

Major Keswick com- 
manding our force then explained to us 
that we were not oxpected to press our 
attack home, that we were simply the 
vanguard of a larger force, and that our 
instructions wore to harass ‘the defenders 
of Shanghai as much as possible and 
locate the positions of their forces. ‘The 
command was then given to march, an 
led by tho Light Horse wo started off, 
The Light Horso and Artillery formod 
our left flank, “A” Company was in the 
middle aud the Japanese were on the 
right. For some time we marched 
cautiously across the fickls, now in single 
file along « native pathway, now in ex- 
tended order across the fiekils, and eve 
and anon we crouched low as ‘the scouts 
came in and made their reports to our 
otticers. Before wo had been on the 
march very long a few distant shots sh: 
ed that our scouts were in touch with 
the enemy, and shortly afterward some of 
them camo in with the report that the 
Germans were on our right. They 
were soon driven back and then our 
cautious advance began again. We 
had wot goue far when we heard a 
loud “halt, who goos there,” followed 
alnost immediately by several shots 
from behind a grave, and the quick 
reports of crackors showed that a 
maxim was supposed to be located in 
this position. We were down on our faces 
at once aud soon poured a hot fire into 
the enemy, who were forced to retire. 
Meanwhile the Japanese seemed to be 
having a warm time with the Germans ou 
our right, and shots from our left showed 
that our force on that side was also in 

ion. The advance was not without in- 
In trying to avoid some Ger- 
mans who had not seu

is said that two of the Germans did 
the same «a few minutes later. Our 
company was now extended across 
a wide frout and for half an -hour 
or so wo lay still on the ground, 
firing whenever the flash of au eneiny’s 
rifle “disclosed his position. While we 
were worrying the enemy in this manner, 
another portion of our force succeeded ii 
ambushing aud capturing a Maxim 
when at last we advanced again w 
walked right through the enemy's lines 
without upposition. Had we had ‘sup- 
ports we should have got into Shanghai 
As it was we succeeded in our object 
—to give the Shanghai defenders a 
restless night. ‘Their great mistake was 
that they attempted to advanee too far 
to take up their defensive positions and 
their left wing, the German Company, 
gotright out of position and was at the 
merey of “A” Company and the Japanese. 
A uumber of prisoners were taken on 
hoth sides. 

‘The Corps turned out very well, the 
German Company and the Light Horse 
being almost at full strength. A mumber 
of men got lost in the open country, but 
they managed to find their way back to 
Shanghai.

{n the first room the work was that 
done by the juniors, most, if not all of 
thom, under eight years ‘of age. Tho 
ingenions processes by whieh the young 
idea is taught how to think and act for 
itself, yet mnder wise and easy guidan 

to the most profitable chamnels, aro lai 
bare to an oxtent hy this public’ showing 
of the varions stages by which the little 
toddler of six years old, cutting ont paper 
birds and, animals, building castlos and 
lighthouses of playing-bricks, fashioning 
ships and vases out of putty, or erayoning 
simple drawings, is gradually trained into 
the clover artist or the alert-minded 
scholar. If it happens that the artistic 
and mechanical side of the school curri- 
culm is most in evidence, that is 
obvionsly a condition of an exhibition of 
this character, but happily there is good 
rouson to believe that in all departments 
of school work equally good results could 
be put forward. 









































Tho more mature work of the ad- 
vanced scholars, some of whom, it is fair 
to say, have finished their’ schooling 
period proper, makes quite an imposing 
and certainly a notable collection.

On tho 26th there was a skirmish at 
Changlingtso, 45 li castwarl of Port 
Arthur, and on the following day a great 
number of the Japaneso troops arrived at 
Lungtan, 25 li off Port Arthur; one of the 
refugees says that over 10,000 Japatiese 
have landed there. 

On the coast 301i south-oast of Port 
Arthur a war-vessel was seen stranded on 
a rock and two funnels were seen ou the 
water. 

Thore were only four largo warships 
and ton destroyers in the harbour on the 
30th Juno. 

The crow of a German steamer from 
Nowchwang say that about 1 p.m. on 
Friday they saw at sea, 40 miles from] 
Chofoo, two Japanese battleships and five 
cruisers firing towards the north. They 
wore too far distant to sec what was 
boing fired at. 

‘A Gorman gentleman has received 
a_ telegram from Nowchwang to the 
effect that early on Friday a 
Russian torpedo-boat left Newchwang for 





Port Arthur, and ho also affirmed that the 
boat was sent to receive Admiral Skrydloff, 
who at that time was on board. The 
same informant believes that the Port 
arthur fleet will come out to protect this 
boat. 

‘A junkman states that yesterday after- 
noon four large transports with Japanese 
troops and provisions arrived at Dalny. 

Chinese from Tiger Hill say that 
incessant firing was heard from 10 a.m. 
until 7 pin. on Thursday. Other in- 
formants state that at 3 p.m. on Friday 
firing was heard, and about 5 p.m. the 
Japanese fleet was in activity near 
Siaopingtao island. About 500 Japan- 
‘ese aro ocoupying the majority of native 
houses at the above island. 

A traveller from Dalny says that a 
great number of Japanese troops marched 
for Port Arthur on Thursday. 

A refugee from Port Arthur, who left 
the harbour at 8 p.m. yesterday, says that 
only four large war vessels, nine destroy- 
ers aud over twenty torpedo-boats were 
ying in the harbour. ‘The same informant 
states that in the naval fighting outside 
the entrance of Port Arthur, which took 
place on Weduestay, a largo war vessel of 
two funnels and two masts (Poltava 
typo) and a torpedo boat wore destroyed. 
{t was rumoured that Russian soldiors 
at Port Arthur, are, from fear of the 
Japanese troops, conspiring to kill officers 
and fly away. 

A.coachman engaged in car transport 
at Golden Hill says that 200 sailors aro, 
guarding the fort at Liaotishan while 
350 are stationed at Golden Hill with ten 
guus. 

Provisions at Port Arthur aro sufticient, 
but fodder is scarce. 

Another informant says “that the 
artillery of the 11th Division proceeded 
to Tungshuk‘ou from Hsinotsek‘ou, bo- 
tween the 26th and the 27th June, and 
occupied Pingtoushan (500 feet high) and 
Pachi mountain (1,000 feet), seven miles 
and a half off the. fort at tho 
eastern entrance of Port Arthur 
and 10 miles off the city. As the result 
of this the Japanese infantry occupied 
Siaopingtou island. Tho artillory, at 
first, made trial shots in order to calcu. 
lato the raugo, aud fortunatoly destroyed 
mines laid by Russians. 
fleot, at that time, bombarded the artillery's 
flank and killed forty; the number of 
wounded is uknown. ‘Tho Japanese cap- 
tured soventy Russians. 

Another informant says that the Japan- 
ese troops marched in the direction of 
the eastern coast from Dalnyand occupied, 
aftor fighting from the 26th to the 28th 
June, the surrounding heights about ton 
miles off Port Arthur. He saw the 
Japanese fleet hurrying for Port Arthur on 
Friday night.

THE 
REINFORCEMENT OF 
THE RUSSIAN ARMY. 


From THe “Ties.” 

(BY THE MILITARY CoRKESPONDENT.) 

His Imperial Majesty the Czar of All 
the Russias having left his capital in 
order to inspect the reinforcements 
ordered to the Far East, a convenient 
opportunity is offered for investigating 
the conditions under which these troops 
can reach the theatre of hostilities and 
be supplied when they arrive there. 

‘The numbers already on the spot have 
been estimated in these columns by two 
different methods, first by a calculation 
of railway transport, and next by a com- 
putation of the strength of units. Whether 
we adopt one method or the other, the 
figures work out approximately to the 
same result—namely, in round figures, 
250,000 men east of Baikal by the middle 
of May, and a field army not exceeding 
150,000 all told, giving combatant 
strength south of Mukden at this moment 
of not over 100,000 men but probably 
less. Should events prove that the 
numbers have not been underestimated, 
the inference will be that the calculation 
of the through trafic of the Trau 
Siberian and East China railways, made 
before the war began, has proved to be 
correct. It was assumed at the outset 
that the daily average of military trains 
running eastward from Baikal would 
probably not much exceed four a day 
under the conditions then prevailing, and 
that, given the necessity for the dispatch 
of stores, supplies, transport, aud con- 
struction material, the daily arrivals at 
Harbin would not be more than 800 a 
day—a somewhat different figure from 
the 6,000 a day of the St. Petersburg 
estimate. Given 150,000 men on the 
ground on 8th February, and a daily 
reinforcement of 800 men, it was clear 
that by the middle of May tho numbers 
in the Far East would reach the total of 
about 230,000, and if to these we add 
some 14,000 reserves, locally incorporated, 
we are sufliciontly close to the figures 
given on Monday last, arrived at by a 
study of the war strengths of units known 
to be on the spot. : 

Now, if wo glance back at the fictions 
which have been disseminated in the 
Press of all countries by St. Petersbury 
we aro bound to conclude that the autho- 
rities who gave out the information were 
either very ignorant or else rated the in- 
telligence of the world very low. For 
instance, it was reported by a telegram 
from St. Petersburg on 3rd February that 
the Russian Army which would operate in 
the -Fur East, including those on the spot 
and en route, aggregated 390,000 mon,

these figures at the rate of 110,000 men 
amonth, which should at this moment give 
Russi 00 men in Kast Asia, or about

© way and accept 
with becoming humility a daily arrival of 
6,000 men, the present number, all in- 
cluled, should be 750,000. ‘Thus this 
fresh flight of the fears of the Russian 
Press Bureau has quite as lamentable an 
end as tho other, and both ealeulations 
fall to the ground by reason of the dead 
weight of their own inherent imbecility. 

Let us be charitable before overything 
else, and allow, that the preponderating 
note in these assertions is stupidity 


























rather than conscious fraud; and let us 
express a pious hope that the Russian 
military authorities are not such bung- 
ling amateurs as their professed ex- 
pectations require us to believe. 

There are some signs that Russia is 
beginning to recognise that sho has a 
public opinion both at home and abroad 
to reckon with, and the official reports 
from the seat of war disclose a very 
welcome spirit of refreshing frankness. 
In estimating the power Russia pos- 
sesses to reinforce her troops in East 
Asia we should certainly be inclined to 
accept in the main the assurances con- 
veyed by Prince Khilkoff to the Czar 
concerning the future possibilities of 
railway traffic. Even if the forecast 
made by the Minister of Ways and Com- 
munications is somewhat optimistic, it is 
certainly best for Japan to assume the 
maximum efficiency of the railway ; 
anything short of this will be so much 
the more to her advantage and so much 
surplus in hand. 

According to Prince Khilkoff the 
average number of trains now running on 
the section west of Baikal, from Chelia- 
binsk to Irkutsk, is ten each way. Theso 
trains have not only to carry troops, 
stores, mails, supplies, and munitions of 
war, but also the material for the con- 
struction of the circum-Baikal railway, 
for fresh sidings to be made east of the 
lake, as well as provisions for the in- 
habitants along the line who “have boon 
deprived of the first necessities of life 
owing to the cessation of ordinary trafic.’ 
It is hoped that by the present date 11 
trains will run each way every 24 hours, 
and we will take the Ministor’s word for 
it that th ‘ipation has been realised, 

Prince Khilkoff, however, confossos 
that up to the time of the recent thaw ou 
Lake Baikal the Manchurian railway has 
not been able to exceed the ni 
six trains a day; but during hi 
the Eust he was ablo to make such 
rangoments as might be expected to 
ensure the raising of this number to nine 
each way every 24 hours. This result ho 
expected to secure by the construction of 
11 fresh sidings, by the provision of a 
better supply of fuel, and by the transfor 
across tho lake, effected during his visit, 
of 65 locomotives, 25 passenger coaches, 
and 2,013 goods vans and trucks. Now 
every trattic manager is aware ‘that on a 
single railway, given a fairly well-laid line, 
properly equipped, and suficient rolling” 
stock, the question of movement of trains 
depends upon the distance of the stations 
apart, or, failing st-tions, of the sidings. 
From Baikal to Harbin alone it is, 
roughly, 1,200 miles, and with stations 
25 miles apart, as they are, the addition of 
11 supplementary sidings is quite inade- 
quate to make a radical change in the 
conditions of through traffic. 

Considering the striking analogy 
between the conditions of the Trans- 
Siberian and those of the Canadian- 
Pacific Railway, it is very desirable that 
the managers of the latter undertaking 
shonld give us the conclusions they must 
have long since formed on the question of 
maximam through traflie, since theso 
would be a most useful’ check upon 
Russian calculations. 

Of the nine trains Prince Khilkoff 
hopes to see proceeding eastward when 
all his improvements are effected he pro- 
poses to allot six to military traflic, one 
to mails and passongers, and two to the 
transport of building materiale, fi 
articles of primary necessity for th 
bitants of the Trans-Baikal region. ‘Thus 
the maximum number of six military 
trains, which we anticipated before the 





















































war, will not even now be exceeded. As 
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the Great Russian General Staif hoped 
for 12 trains a day, and as the “ Viedo- 
mosti,” as late as 13th April, talked of 24, 
we begin to observe that military science 
in Russia is not exalted above its modest 
deserts, and we may perhaps ask ourselves 
whether Russia, as a neighbour to India, 
is not everything that we can desire and 
very much more than we deserve. 

As to the cireum-Baikal railway, do- 
stined to complete the fatal gap in the 
Russian line of communications, tho 
summary of Prince Khilkoff’s report sent 
by our Russian correspondents is loss 
explicit ; but in an interview with the 
correspondent of the “ Matin” the Minister 
has expressed an opinion that this section 
“will not be open before the month of 
August.” Important as this section will 
be, we can temporarily afford to noglect 
it, since it is evident that it will not be 
lable for the purposes of the campaign 
during the present summer. 

Until this lino is open all mlitary and 
other traffic has to pass across the lake by 
boat. On the lake there are two steamers 
available, the Baikal and the Angara. 
‘The Baikal carries, on three pairs of rails 
laid along her axis on the main deck, 25 
to 28 railway carriages with their loads 
at oach trip, and at the speed of 7:5 
knots makes the double journey five times 
in two days when tho ice is complotely 
dispersed. So long as the ico is even Sf. 
thick the time occupied by a single journey 
may be three days. Closely packed, the 
25 carriages take 1,000 men, or’ 200 
horses, while, on the upper decks and 
below, 2,000 more men can be penned in. 
The Angara can also carry 1,500 men, 
sardine fashion, on each journey, and 
not adapted for carrying railway plant. 
Therefore, if it wore morely a question of 
transforring a mob from ono sido of the 
lake to the other, tho maximum carrying 
capacity would bo 11,250 mon a day. 

According to our advices from Moscow, 
the reopening of tho steamer traffic was 
anticipated on May 3rd. Many poople, 
basing their calculations upon the max. 
imum capacity of steamers and trains, 
overstate the powor of Russia to reinforce 
hor army in the East. If we admit Prince 
Khilkof’s estimate of six military trains 
a day and allow thoso trains each 25 car- 
riagos holding 40 men apiece—although 
actually they are only taking 25 to 30-— 
it is certain that 6,000 men can be passed 
along the line in'a single day but not 
every day or every day of the week. 
What may bo possible, the utmost pos. 
sible, for one day does not represent the 
average, and it is from their failure to 
take the whole situation into account that 
80 many calculators have como to’griof, 
including, apparently, those at the Russian 
War Ofiice. 

The Trans-Siberian and its continua- 
tion in Manchuria is practically the sole 
line of communications, not only for the 
army, but also for the navy and the civil 
population throughout Russian East Asia, 
i assistance which will be afford. 

of the Volga, Amur, 
nd other rivers hardly promises 
f and will come to an ond in 
the carly autumn with the return of the 
frost. 

It has been frequently shown in these 
columns that the transport of army stores 
and supplies, together with that of con- 
struction material and supplies for the 
local population, must necessarily absorb 
much of the traffic. Prince Khilkot 
shows thet between January 25 and 
March 12, a period of 47 days, the east- 
ward traffic amounted to 425 tons of 
stores a day, or, at the rate of nine tons 
per wagon, sbout 47 wagons or nearly 
‘two trains a day, but in practice probably

ing except the essential was 
put on one side for the sake of the rapid 
dispatch of urgently-needed _reinforce- 
ments. 

According to the calculations of that ex- 
cellent periodical the “ France Militaire,” 
confirmed by those ofan Austrian technical 
journal, the daily wants of an army of 
300,000 men and 100,000 horses repre- 
sent a daily woight of 1,600 tons a day in 
food alone. Therefore, if the eountcy 
could not supply, not only now, but 
continuously, a large proportion of this 
amount, it seems clear that the maximum 
carrying power of the railway could not 
suffice to feed the army since 1,600 tons 
a day represent 177 wagons or seven 
trains of 25 wagons, one in excess of the 
number of military trains which Prince 
Khilkoff expects to obtain daily. It was, 
therefore, not at random that the Japan- 
ese staff reckoned that 250,000 men was, 
the largest army Russia could maintain 
in the Far East by means of the rail- 
way, and the only remaining question, 
as regards supply, is how much the. 
country can produce and for 
how jong, and also how much the 
army stores in the East contain and 
when they will be emptied. As to the 
latter point, there are reports, which 
seem worthy of credence, that the 
Russian commissariat was not permitted 
to take the necessary steps to complete 
‘& large reserve before the war; in any 
case, this is the reason now adduced for 
8 tardily admitted shortage of this 
reserve, and although some organs of the 
Russian Press declare that supplies 
exist for 300,000 men for another six 
weeks, it is doubtful whether the facts 
are as they represent. 

Again, the proceedings of the Russians 
in Manchuria with regard to the local 
supplies are very suggestive. If numer- 
ous reports from independent sources 
are to be believed, the Russians are 
practically sweeping all southern Man. 
churia of its supplies, cattle, food, and 
horses. without payment. When’ the 
Chinese object, the Viceroy sends a note 
to the Tartar General, saying that the 
Russians, “who are marching onwards 
conquering,” must be supplied with 
provisions, and he asks pertinently, 
“whether the Russians are likely to 
remain contented to be starved to 
death?” Certainly, they will not be 
contented, but the question is whether 
they will be starved, discontentedly or 
otherwise. 

An army may clear a whole district of 
supplies and live upon that and little else 
for a certain length of time, the period 
varying with the deusity of the popula- 
tion, the numbers of the army, and the 
nature and quantity of the crops and 
stock. But that harvest is only reaped 
once in a district during a campaign, and 
famine then reigns in the land. |The 
system of rapine initiated by the Russian 
Army is generally fatal to discipline, arid 
it will not be at all surprising i 
Russian forces eventually show’ the ill 
effects of the measures to which they 
seem to have been compelled to resort. 

In view of all these considerations, 
which are very serious, and become in- 
creasingly so as fresh troops are placed 
in the field, it would be a sanguine esti- 
mate that would henceforward greatly 
advance the numbers which Russia can 
dispatch per month to the Far East. It 
is not easy to give a definite figure, but, 
in the writer's belief, Russia cannot send 
more than 20,000 mena month to the 
East ina condition to take the field, and 
how these numbers, joined with those 
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the wit of man to imagine. Moreover, all 
these calculations presume the absolute 
security of the railway. Now that the 
Japanese are penetrating into Manchuria 
there is a visible unrest spreading among 
the native population, and attacks by bri- 
gandsare recorded ona crescendoscale even 
within a few miles of Liaoyang, hitherto 
the centre of the Russian position. The 
military danger may not be great, but, 
so long as these attacks continue, the 
immense length of railway must be close- 
ly guarded and the field army proportion- 
ately reduced. The taking of supplies 
without payment and the burning of 
native towns and homesteads are also of 
a nature to injure seriously the. Russian 
cause, 

Lot us now turn to the troops about to 
depart with the Imperial benediction, 
and observe how true it is that not Ali 
the Russias, nor even Greater Russia, but 
only a very little bit of little Rus 
find its way to the Far East in military 
guise under existing circumstances, 

A Russian Army corps of the Western 
pattern numbers, all told, 41,000 men 
with 124 guns, inclusive of its cavalry 
division, and has with it 3,717 carriages 
and 17,000 horses. 

‘The above number of men, horses, car- 
riages, and guns required for their trans- 
port tothe East 216 trains, and would 
occupy the entire military trafic leaving 
the east bank.of Lake Baikal for 37 d 
If the first train left Moscow on Ist Juno, 
it would reach M:ukden about 6th July, 
and the corps would be completely con 
contrated on 13th August, thus monopol 
ing the entire traffic for two months an 
half. 

Even if the corps we 
bile, and the cavalry division excluded, 
the concentration would not be effected 
before the ond of July. It is further 
evident that no such monopoly of traffic 

possible, the circumstances of the army 

being what they are, thus the intervention 

of even a single complete and fully-mo- 

bilised army corps from the West prosents - 
difficulties next to insurmountable. What 

will probably happen will be that a cer- 

tain number of battalions and batteries 

will be dispatched with a great flourish 

of trumpets, together with drafts to mak 
good losses, and that these will be magi 
fled into complete army corps and will 
figure as such on the Russian lists, It 
may be recalled that the dispatch of the 
residue of the 10th and 17th Army Corps 
cach of which’ has an infantry brigade al 
ready at the front, was promised for 15th 
April and is already a month overdue. The 
arrival at Kharbin of the residue of these 
two army corps; including a reserve divi- 
sion at Kazan ‘also under orders, could 
not be secured before the end of Septem- 
ber. Let us therefore hope, for their 
sakes, that they will carry with thom 
winter clothing, despite the dog-days of 
their setting out. Meanwhile the 4th 
Siberian Army Corps is straggling all 
over the line of communications, and on 
one can say when the railway’ will be 
clear. The block cansed by all these 
heavy liabilities has certainly been very 
great, and a vivid light is thrown upon 
the situation west of Baikal in mid. 
April by a correspondent of the “ Viedo. 
mosti” proceeding eastward, wha de- 
clares that “all the stations ave orowdedt 
with goods vans and piled wp with goods ; 
itis said that 1,000 goods vans hava 
been blocked.” ‘Thia is confirmed by a 
correspondent of the “Novoo Vremya,” 
who declares that the railway stations 
are nat suitable for movements on a

large scale. He says that the

‘Thus, while all our attention is natur- 
ally riveted upon tho feats of arms at the 
front, the pulso of the campaign is best 
felt far in rear of the contending armies, 
and it is certainly a moderate statement 
to affirm that the situation on the Russian 
side in one to cause the gravest anxiety. 

‘Meanwhile Japan, so long as she retains 
the command at sea, is practically at 
homo at the seat of From the rich 
stores of her abundant population she 
retains the power of continuously placing 
two or more men in the field for every 
one that Russia brings np. She can 
regulate her action by that of her enemy, 
and always anticipate it, since she can 
throw troops into Manchuria with greater 
facility, greater speed, and in more 
ofiicient condition. 

‘The final success of Russia in this 
campaign is not, therefore, as yet within 
sight.

PORT OF HAKODATE. 


The following information has becn 
kindly forwarded to us by the Hon, John 
Goodnow, U. 8.

Sin,—Hakodato being a fortress and a 
military post has on that account beon 
declared to be in a state of siege and 
under martial law since the 10th day of 
February 1904, 

Special instructions have been issued 
regarding the navigation of the approaches 
of this harbour, and for the information 
of American vessels that may be bound to 
this port, I herewith send you the 
substanco of the same and would respoct- 
fully suggest that the said information be 
sent to San Francisco, New York, and 
Shanghai, as most vessels bound to this 
place sail’ from those ports. 

The approsches to the harbour have 
been mined with both contact mines and 
others connected with the shore. 

It is forbidden for a vessel to enter or 
leave this port between the hours of 
sunset and sunrise. 

‘Vessels bound to this port must stop 
outside of aline drawn one mile from 
the outside of Hakodate Head and 
running to oue mile outside and off 
Mussel Peint and hoist their ensign and 
numbor and wait until the pilot steamer 
approaches and then obey the siguals of 
the latter regarding the courses to be 
steered. 

Any vossel that disregards the above 
instructions and succeeds in passin, 
through the mines will be liable to be 
ordered to leave the port for such length 
of time as the Naval Oficer in command 
of tho pilot steamer may think fit and 
will not be allowed to again enter the 
port until the expiration of such time.

‘The question of “chop,” or mark, is an 
vil-important one for shippers of goods to 
China. Perhaps for no market in the 
world is it more necessary that the trade- 
marks upon our productions should be 
jealously safeguarded. It was a satisfac- 
tion to find when the draft of our treaty 
with China (dated 5th September, 1902) 
came home that one of the articles 
(No. 7) was as follows : 

“Inasmuch as the British Government 
afford protection to Chinese trade-marks 
against infringement, imitation, or 
colourable imitation by British subjects, 
the Chinese Government undertake to 
afford protection to British trade-marks 
against infringement, imitation, or colour- 
{able imitation by Chinese subjects. The 
| Chinese Government further undertake 
‘that the Superintendents of Northern 
and of Southern trade shall establish 
oftices within their respective jurisdictions 
under control of the Imperial Maritime 
Customs, where foreign trade-marks may 
bo regiatered on payment of a reasonable 
feo.” 

It was reassuring to know that the 
question of trade marks was to be con- 
sidered, although the wording of the 
article did not afford the promise of any- 
thing very effective to those who were 
in touch with the China trade and knew 
the difficulties of the case. It is more 
than a year and a-halfsince the treaty was 
signed and cight months since it was 
ratitied, but as yet no dofinite arrange- 
ments have been made to secure the 
effectual protection of trade-marks. ‘The 
Foreign Office has several times been 
asked for information on the subject, and 
the Shanghai General Chamber of Com- 
merce has written to the Deputy In- 
spector-General of Customs at that port, 
but the only answer obtainable is that “the 
system will be put into offect without w 
necessary delay.” Our Manchester Cham- 
ber of Commerce, which ought to have 
been interested in this matter, has shown 
itself to be curiously unpractical, in spite 
of the fact that it had within its reach 
information of the best and most useful 
characte: 

Article 7 of our Jast treaty with. China 
will be of little value unless it is taken 
hold of in a thoroughly practical fashion 
and moulded to some purpose by business 
men. If our Foreign Office desires to 
do a real service to British commerce it 
should consult some of the leading houses 
which trade with the Far East. It could 
thus learn how our “chops” are being 
imitated and how measures might be 
devised to prevent such pirating. Artic 
7 provides for the protection of British 
marks against imitation by Chinese sub- 
jects. That can readily be dealt with. 
It is also provided that offices shall be 
established at Tientsin and Shanghai 
where marks can be registered, and this, 
as far as it goos, may be of service. But 
the chief trouble that afflicts us in the 
matter of trade-marks in the China 






























'S | market is not touched by these provisions. 


When the merchant of another nationality 
imports goods into China and shamefully 
stamps his importations with marks which 
are exact or very close copies of marks 
carried by British goods the reputation 
of which he is irying to trade upon, 
what remedy is there? With difficulty

practical avail. Nor can the ‘ hinese 
authorities {take action, because no 
Western nation will at present agree to 
have its subjects tried in a Chinese court. 
There seems to be but one natural solu- 
tion of this problem—a mixed court 
might be established. ‘Tho various 
nationalities could elect representatives 
to it. The court might meet perio 
dically, say at Tientsin and Shanghai, 
and its decisions should be finial. 
‘This court could co-operate with the 
Chinese court in cases where Chinese 
subjects wore also involved. 

By a recent mail we have received the 
details of certain recommendations made 
by Sir Robert Hart, the Inspector-General 
of Customs to the Imperial Chinese 
Government, on the question of the re- 
gistration of trade-marks. We must bear 
in mind that these recommendations, 
although put forward by an Englishman, 
are not those of a British oficial, and 
that he deals specifically with trade-mark 
registration, and not with the question of 
the effective protection of marks. Ho 
suggests tho establishment of registration 
offices at Tientsin and Shanghai, with the 
Commissioners of Customs as registrars. 
He proposes that there shall be three 
designations of trade marks—(1) “ For- 
cign mack,” ie., a trade-mark already 
registered by a foreign merchant abroad ; 
(2) “special mark,” ie, a trado-mark 
not registered abroad but used on piece- 
goods imported and on goods purchasod 
in China ; and (3) “Chinese mark,” i.0., a 
trade-mark registered by a Chinose 
merchant, Ifa foreign merchant has not 
registered his trade-mark abroad he 
aust append to his application for re- 
gistration a declaration to the effect 
that the said trado-mark has never bofore 
been used by any other merchant. ‘The 
registration is vo be for twenty years, at 
the end of which period it may be re- 
ed. A Chinese merchant must make 
‘ilar declaration when applying for 
registration of a mark. Registration is to 
be refused in the caso of similarity where 
by opportunities for frand can bo mado. 
Te would appear that registration is not 
to be given to marks used before the 
establishment of the rogistry ofice. This 
suroly is a mistake and an injustice to 
long-established marks, A declaration is, 
we gather, to be made as to the goods 
upon which a given mark is to be used. 
In one section of the recommend: 


























we real: “If aftor registration it be 
discovered that the gooils of a trade-mark 
ate inferior to the samples at first re- 
gistered the registrar shall have power to 
cancel the certificate of registratiou.” 
If this recommendation is enacted a 
dislocation of custom will be the outcome. 
Tt is usual to use the one mark on a 
variety of cloths, so far at any rato as 
cotton and woollen goods are concerned. 
‘These are differentiatod by a varicty of 
colours in the stampings, in the tickets, 
or in the combinations of the stampings. 
If one “chop” must be associated with 
but one cloth the value of usor will be 
lessened considerably. Another recom- 
mendation is that “it must be made 
plain, either upon the goods themselves 
or upon the wrappers, to whom the goods 
belong, whether to a firm, a company, or 
amerchant.” ‘This is in accordance with 
the usual practice so far as Manchester 
shipments are concerned, it being usual 
to stamp a “Hong”. name upon each 
piece. 

Sir Robert Hart, as we all know, is an 
administrator of a practical type. Doubt- 
less he will be glad to receive suggestions 
from quarters that will be mostly con- 
cerned. ‘That which he finally recom- 
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mends is likely to be adopted by the 
Chinese Authorities. When ho has com- 
pleted this business of the establishment 
of registration offices—which, after all, 
can only very partially effect what is 
required—it is to be hoped that he will 
give his invaluable aid to the establish- 
ment of a system that shall secure in 
China for trade-mark owners protection 
against those pirates who are the chief 
offenders. ‘They are not Chinamon.

Plaintiffs, a Chinese firm carrying on 
business as furniture dealers at No. 187 
Nanking Road, sued defendant as 
executrix of the will of the late Louis 
Moore, of Shanghai, to recover $: 
being the balance ($467) of the cost of 
cortain furniture sold and delivered to: 
the said Louis Moore on the 2nd August 
1901, together with $98, being interest at 





to'attempt toprove it. There could have 
been no doubt about drawing the $467 
and an application could then have been 
made for the costs to be taxed. That 
would have been the proper course to 
have followed. Witnesses could be called 
if Mr. Bidoulac desired, but after what 
he (his Lordship) had said he did not 
think Mr. Bidoulac would desire to do 
so. Interest was not payable under these 
circumstances, 

Mr. White-Cooper said that Mrs. 
Moore had done her best to pay what 
was due. There was no doubt whatever 
that if she had paid $75 costs into 
Court, the amount plaintifis demanded, 
the case would never have come 
into Court. The costs were a mat- 
ter of simple calculation and he had 
calculated thom himself, and was. 
of opinion that plaintiffs were entitled to 
$29 costs. (Counsel handed m a letter 
from Mr. Bidoulac.) “He submitted that 
from this letter, it would be seen that 
the action simply came into Court over 
the question of costs. 

Mr. Bidoulae said he had not brought 
his note of the costs with him. He did 
not furnish it because he was not asked 
to, ‘The defendant had allowed the time 
in which their answer should have been 
filed to elapse, and during the whole of 
that time correspondence was passing to 
and fro with a view to a settlement. 
‘These attendances he submitted would 
appreciably affect his costs.

would ask his Lordship to consider 
whether this payment into Court 
of tho costs was proper under 


tho rules of the Court> He referred to 
rule 54 and submitted that, under the 
rule, only the amount of the substantive 
claim of the plaintiffs, or the amount 
admitted, could be paid into Court. 
Plaintiffs had been prejudiced in so far 
as they could only apply to draw the full 
amount paid into Court, and had they 
done so and appliod for costs to be taxed, 
they would have been met with the reply 
that costs could not be taxed after being 
drawn. 

His Lordship said that his decision was 
that plaintiffs could have drawn the $467, 
amd if thero was any doubt about the 
costs an application could have been 
made to the Court. 

Continuing, Mr. Bidoulae said that he 
claimed the interest on trade usage in 
Shanghai and on the fact that if an account 
for goods sold remained unsettled after 
the first month, the seller had a right to 
charge interest. He had two witnesses 
to show this. 

His Lordship said he was con- 
vineed that there was no such usage, and 
two or twenty witnesses would not be sutii- 


His Lordship said that it was a rulo of 
the Court that costs were not allowed 
for negotiations. He asked Mr. White- 
Cooper if a copy of the affidavit handed 
in with defendant's answer had beon 
served on Mr. Bidoulae. 

Mr. White-Cooper replied that it had 
not, because it was an ex parte applica- 
tion. 

His Lordship said that novertholess tho 
other side should have been served with 
a copy as they had aright to come to 
Court and get the order sot aside. 

‘Mr. White-Copper handed in a note of 
the plaintiffs’ costs as he had computed 
them, based upon the costs of a suit for 
the recovery of less than $000. 

His Lordship said that ho considered 
$20 covered all the costs. ‘The claim for 
costs would therefore be disallowod. 
‘Tho plaintiffs would be at liberty to take 
lout of Court the sum of $467 and $29 
costs, paid in by defendant. The judg- 
ment would be a formal one for the 
defendant, becauso when tho case came 
before the Court the plaintifis had got all 
they were entitled to. There would be no 
costs for hearing. Interest would be 
disallowed and defendant would not be 
granted costs because the money had 
remained unpaid for so long.

‘They refused 
duty on the 20th, all the trouble being 
caused by the steward, who was not one 
of tho best bya long way. It was his 
fault that the biscuits wont mouldy and 
the flour smelt bad. Witness did not 
wish to press the chargo if accused wore 
willing to come back and work. He 
would have given them leave if they had 
not refused duty. 

Johnson said he would go back on 
board. 

Dufly said ho had already been put on 
board by his Worship’s’orders, but he did 
not intend to go again. 

Dineon stated that he had already told 
the Captain that he could not work. 

His Worship said that he was pre- 
pared to sce that tho men were fairly 
dealt with, but the trouble was that they 
always complicated matters by taking 
the law into their own hands. 

Dufy suid that his Worship did not know

THE EASTERN MAIL 
SERVICE. 


WE have received the white book 
presented to Parliament, containing 
the Report of the Inter-Departmental 
Committee appointed’ on the 21st of 
May 1908, “to consider the best 
means of providing for the conveyance 
of the mails to and from the East and 
Australasia on the expiration of the 
existing contracts with the P. and O. 
S.N, Co, and the Orient S. N. Co,” 
Mr. Evelyn Cecil, M.P., was the 
Chairman ot the Committee. 

After stating the object for which 
they were convened by the Post- 
master-General, as quoted above, their 
instructions not including the ap- 
portionment between Great Britain, 

india, and the Eastera Colonies of 
the money payable as mail sub- 
sidy, the Committee say that they 
have eénstantly borne in mind “ that 

“ the primiiry object of mail conttacts 
‘ .Js' the regularisation of fast commu- 
nication, whieh. shall ensure at a 
reasonable cost postal services at 
fixed dates; that increase of speed 
and reduction of cost (80 far as com- 
patible) are always to be desired ; 
that unduly long contracts involve 
risk of excluding the mail service 
from the: benefit of the most recent 
marine inventions and appliances, 
and that rapid postal communication 
mainly, ‘and in fact necessarily, follows 
the lines of great commercial traffic.” 
“"“Pheré werd’ tight points which 
“pecially” conimendéd ‘themselves to 
“the"’ Committee for . examivation : 
(1) Conditions of speed; (2) Cost, 
whieh ig related to. the questions of 
competition and the length of mail 

. contracts; (3) new routes or other 
facilities available since’ the dates 
of the existing~ contracts; (4) new 
places of call’; (5) admiralty require- 
{ments ;,(6) any condition aa-to not 
"giving undue preference to foreigners 
with regard. to: freights; (7) special 
leges for Government passengers 

d general comforts, and (8) “ what 
8 the best means Of cénvéying these 
“mails in consequence of the decision 
of the Australian Commonwealth to 
make.-no mail. contract. with: ship- 
ping companiés’ employing: coloured 
labour,’ even thougl it be ‘that of 
HLM.’s Indian “stibjects,“a decision 
in which the Imperial Government 

















have intimated that they cannot 
concur.” 

As regards conditions of speed 
India wants the time between Bom- 
bay and Brindisi shortened by one 
day. Ceylon and the Straits would 
rather have increased speed than 
reduced subsidy. Hongkong wants 
its mail in 25 days, which is imprac- 
ticable even vid Siberia. Australia 
is satisfied with things as they are, 
but would like increased speed at 
Great Britain's expense. The qnes- 
tion ot speed is really determined by 
the needs of commerce. The speed 
of the P. & O. under their present 
contract is 14.5 knots between Brin- 
disi and Bombay ; 13.3 between Brin- 
disi and Shanghai; and 14 between 
Brindisi and Adelaide. The con- 
tract made by the French Govern- 
ment with the Messageries obliges 
their newest ships to run 14 knots ; 
and that made for 15 years from the 
Ast of October 1899 by the German 
Government with the N.-D. Lloyd 
provides that steamers built after 
that date must ran at least 14 
knots between Naples and Yokohama, 
and 13} between Naples and Ade- 
laide, ‘The Committee are in favour 
of reducing the time to Bombay by 
at least 24 hours, and accelerating 
the speed over the China sections, 
‘This will make the Indian mail speed 
nearly 16 knots. 

The subsidy paid to the Message- 
ries :for their Australian line works 
out at 8s. 4d. a mile ; the N.-D. Lloyd 
get for their East Asian and Austra- 
lian service 5s. a mile; and the P. & 





out ata small fraction under 5s. 6d.! 
a mile, though Sir Thomas Suther- 
land ‘puts it at only 4s, The 
Committee have come to the con- 
clusion “that competitive tenders 
are obviously for the national benefit, 
and that these could be most readily 
obtained by inviting them not mere- 
ly for the service as a whole, but 
for each of the component sections 
+++ The services of the P. & O. Co. 
in carrying mnils are deservedly 
recognised in many quarters, but 
their excellence, “however great, 
cannot suffer by the test of public 
tender.” But as shipowners intending 
to compete require two or three: 
yenrs to build the necessary fleet and 
make arrangements, the Committee 
propose to extend the present P. & O. 
contract for three years,

‘Two special suggestions have been 


made; one that mails should be 
carried in men-of-war, which or- 
dinarily have not enough work to do; 
the other, 


emanating from Mr. 
Alfred Holt, that special. dispatch 


boats should be used, carrying mails 


exclusively. ‘The Admiralty, how- 
ever, strongly object to having their 
fastest ships tied down as they would 
be if they were used as mail boats, 
Mr. Holt’s suggestion is impractic- 
able ; the boats would be very costly, 
and of no use for any other purpose, 
nor would they in any way serve 
Admiralty purposes. As regards the 
length ofa mail contract, the Com- 
mittee favour seven years, but ten 


years should be considered, if it 


means a much-reduced subsidy. 
As regards routes, the Siberian 
must be the quickest, when .it gets 
into working order again, but “ib is 
not certain that as yet the Siberian 
post is absolutely ‘reliable for im- 
portant communications,” but’ its 
possibility is a reason for only ex- 
tending the P. & O. contract for three 
ears, ‘The Suez route will. always 
be by far the cheapest ; “it is desir- 
able, when tenders are next called for, 
to invite alternative tenders from 
European ports, namely, one for a 
service to Flongkon and one fora 
service to Shanghai.” There is not 
much likelihood of much acceleration 
of speed on the Canadian and U. S. 
routes to the Fur East, A proposal 
has been made to carry the Far 
Eastern mails to. Bombay by sea, 
across India by rail to 
and thence by sea again.

The question of special privileges 
for Government pussengers is a two 
edged, one, ‘Two-thirds of the 
P. & O’s Indian passengers are 
government officia's, and.if they are 
all to have a reduction, the subsidy 
must be increased.

Burean Veritas Monthly List, 
published on the Ist of June, of wrecks 
and casualties recorded in April last, 
announces that 74 sailing vessels were 
reported as totally lost ; 27 by stranding, 
6 by collision, one by fire; while 5 
foundered, 3 were abandoned, 27 were 
condemned, and 5 were missing. No less 
than 142 sailing vessels were damaged ; 
87 by stranding, 44 by collision, 2 by fire, 
24 by leaks and 35 by stress of weather. 
‘The steamers totally lost were 18; 9 by 
stranding, 5 by collision, one by fire; 
while one foundered, and two were con- 
demned. The steamers damaged were 
272; 88 by stranding, 79 by collision, 26 
by fire, 2 by leaks, 26 by stress of wea- 
ther; while 51 reported injury to their 
engines or boilers.

Deep sym- 
pathy is felt for Mrs. Marsh, who with 
her two children soon takes her departure 
for the United States.

Some time ago I hoard a toa-merchant 
at this port say to a missionary: Will 
you kindly tell me how long’ it will be 
before all Foochow is bought by the 
missionaries 2” ‘The answer was, * Would 
that commercial affairs were in as flourish- 
ing condition as imission work.” One 
cannot wish less prosperity for the one, 
but more for the other 
Rabid Dogs. 

Recently achild in one of our well- 
known community families was bitten by 
adog, which had, within a week or so, 
bitten several Chinese children. The 
foreign child has been taken to Shanghai 
for the Pasteur treatment, I believe, 
though it is not certain that this dog 
was inad. Still this course was the only - 
safe one to pursue in order to avoid a 
possibly fatal outcome. China, like ‘Tur- 
key, is altogether too well provided with 
worthless curs, whose prolonged, misera- 
ble oxistence is largely due to the Bud- 
dhist tenet of kindness to animals, which 
in turn, as is well known, is a natural 
sequence of the doctrine of transmigra- 
tion of souls.

Wang Chao Released. 

‘The approaching birthday of the Em- 
press Dowager has already brought joy to 
many lives. ‘The names of prisoners in the 
twenty-four Chou and Hsien which make up 
the Shunt‘ien Prefecture have been sent up 
to the Fuyin, Mr. Shen T’ung, formerly 
‘Taotai in Shanghai, who has inspected the 
lists and recommended some for Imperial 
clemency. Unfortunately, the rumour is 
quite persistent that money has a good deal 
to do in seouring the release of prisoners, 
or in seouring the recommendation of names. 
One woman told the writer that it would 
take all her fortune to have her husband’s 
name recommended for mercy. He was only 
one of many arrested by Yung Lu after the 
troubles in 1900 and accused of looting his 
premises. Now that Yung Lu is dead there 
is no one in the family of sufficient influence 
or courage to suggest that this man who has 
suffered for three years should be released, 
when he is no more guilty than many others 
and only did what all were doing in those 
days, For his help in relieving Yung Lu's 
place of some small articles he will doubt- 
Jesa be imprisoned for life and his-family 
reduced to poverty, Among those already 
released is the name of Wang Chao, who is 
not only released, but given a small official 
position. ‘This, unusual action must be ow- 
ing somewhat to the agitation in the papers 
which raised an outery on the man’s arrest 
and confinement on so slight a charge. Tt 
shows that journalism even in China has its 
influence in the highest circles. 


Marshat Su 

who has been in the Board of Punishment 
since his accusation by the Viceroy of Canton, 
is having a summer outing at a little city 
near Peking. He seems quite broken up over 
his troubles. He thinks he has been unjustly 
accused and says he was doing the best 
he oould under the circumstances. He said 
that it was his own province and that hs 
‘was more interested than anyone else could 
bo in sesing it quist. It looks as though 
his degrees may be restored to him though, 
of course, his official life has ended. If he 
can be freed from the disgraceful charces 
against him he will retire to private life 
without a murmur. It shows the liberality 
of officials in China (or what does it show?) 
that a distinguished prisoner whose case is 
still unsettled should be allowed so mu 
liberty. 


The Western Tombs ‘ 

are becoming quite popular as a place of 
pilgrimage. Mr. and Mrs. Conger, with a 
party of friends, have made a recent visit 
and Professor Jenks and secretary anticipate 
a trip in the near future. The place is 
accessible by rail and furnishes many 
beautiful views of mountain scenery.

The Power Behind the Throne, 

There is a general impression among high 
officials in Peking that the eunuchs in tho 
palace are far too numerous. Recently a 
man of high rank took % upon himself to 
memorialise the Throne on the matter, and 
the reply of the Empress Dowager is that it 
is to bo investigated. ‘This has created a 
great stir among this unfortunate and worth- 
less class, the eunuchs, as they see that their 
soft places may be invaded by a search party. 
Hence they have petitioned the head-eunuch 
to intercede for them. Of course, Li, the 
arch-eunuch (unusually called PG Hsiao-li) is 
involved himself and hence his petition to the 
Empress Dowager to stop the investigation 
was made with all the influence he could 
bring to bear. His tears and bowings were 
successful and the investigation is nipped in 
the bud. If the palace could be relieved of 
these degenerate creatures there might be 
some hopes of good ideas getting admission 
to the Empress. Though Pi Hsiao-li's 
premises were destroyed after the entrance 
of the foreign troops in 1900, it is well 
Known that now he is more wealthy than 
formerly, and wealth from all over the pro- 
vinees rolls at his feet. Any entrance to 
the Empress Dowager must be made by his 
permission and no official would be so 
‘audacious as to ignore him.

ywellery has proved quite 
a society event. Very few women, even 
among royalty, possessed so varied a col- 
lection of valuable ornaments, and as the 
Princess had left injunctions in her will 
for practically everything to be sold, not 
a few ladies with long purses were en- 
abled to indulge in hopes of succeeding to 
the possession of what they had often ad- 
mired, and doubtless ‘envied, during her 
life-time. One of the most noteworthy items 
so far brought under the hammer (the salo 
will not be concluded till the end of next 
week) was a soven-row ‘necklace containing 
364 white pearls, given by Napoleon I to his 
sister-in-law the Queen of Westphalia, 
Princess Mathilde’s mother. ‘This necklace, 
though certainly very beautiful. is by no 
means the finest in existence, the pearls, 
though numerous, not being exceptionally 
large or well-matched. ‘The Comtesse de 
Pourtalds carried the bidding up to 440,000 
franes, but when M. Grinberg, the repre- 
sentative of a dealers’ syndicate, went 5,000 
francs better, there was iio response, and he 
secured the necklace. ‘Taking into account, 
the extra 10 per cent which the purchaser 
has to pay for the auctioneer’s and experts’ 
fees and ex;onses. the cost to the buyer was 
‘thus about £19,500. The necklace changed 
hands privately a few minutes after the fall 
of the hammer. 

A Military Walk. 

Paris is to be virtually turned upside down 
to-morrow by one of its enterprising news- 
Papers, the “Matin,” which has organised 
what it calls “Le Marche do l'Armée.”

There is 
to be a “ jury,” or committee of judges, com- 
posed entirely of officers, with a fully-fledged 
General in full uniform at their head. The 
indefatigable “ Matin” not only arranges for 
the conveyance of the competitors to Paris 
and back, but attends to every detail of the 
race, provides refreshments and medical at- 
tendance, gives some prizes: and causes, a 
great many more to be given, provides the 
competitors with theatre tickets for the even- 
ing, and adds to its boon by offering prizes 
for the best decoration of private houses on 
the boulevards. 


Stranger than Fiction. 

‘The parish priest of a quiet village some 
thirty miles from Paris found himself, 
several years ago; servantless. His domestic 
had been suddenly called away, and’he was 
wondering how be could replace her whion 
middle-aged wo:.n, poorly but neatly 
dressed, knocked at his door. He at first 

took her for a traveller in need of assistance 
| Snd was much surprised when she applied 
for employment as his servant, her voice and 
manners being far superior to’ those of the 
domestic class. Alter some reflection, he 
took her into his service and had no reason 
to repent. She proved industrious and cap- 
able. She was expert in the art of making 
the plainest food appetising, but she caused 
M. Te Curé to marvel when he ascertained 
that she always did her cooking in gloves. 
She studiously avoided the neighbours and 
seemed to have no wish for any companion 
ship. Out of respect for her unspoken wish, 
he never questioned her as to her past. One 
day the postman came with several large 
registered letters covered with imposing 
seals and stamps, addressed to the 
servant. ‘The Curé semt for her and 
observed that the letters seemed to embar- 
mss her greatly: His curiosity now over- 
came his discretion, and be asked for an ex- 
planation. She then admitted that she was 
not of humble birth but that she had volun- 
tarily become his servant to satisfy her con- 
science. She and her sisters, the mysterious 
domestic added, were carrying on a lawsuit 
against a foreign city, hence the arrival of 
the registered letters. ‘The Curé asked no 
more questions, and life in the quiet vicar- 
age resumed 2s every-day routine. A. few, 
weeks ago the unknown woman died. On 
looking through her. papers the Curé dis- 
covered that she was a Princess of the house 
of Brunswick and great-granddaughter of the 
famous duke whose proclanation, threaten- 
ing Paris with total destruction if the Royal 
Family were harmed, led to such terrible re- 
sults in 1792. She bequeathed everything 
she possessed to the Curé. She was one of 
three granddaughters of the Duke of Bruns- 
wick who died some twelve yours ago leav- 
ing large bequests to the city of Geneva. 
His daughter took proceedings to have the 
will set aside snd the litigation was con- 
tinued by her three daughters, one of whora 
was the Curé’s servant. This accounts for 
the comespondence which so keenly excited 
the good priest's curiosity, but the reasons 
which induced the princess to retire into 
obscurity and become a maid-of-all-work are 
still unknown.

Russian Military Dispositions in 


Fengtien. 

‘The “Sinwénpao” states that according to 
advices received the Russians have 15,000 
men at Chimuchéng (Tomuchéng), 50,00) at 
‘Tashihchiao and, as already stated yesterday 
‘in these “ Notes,” 30,000 at Haichéng. The 
great bulk of these troops consist of infantry 
and artillery, the cavalry arm being 
‘unusually weak, owing to recent losses in 
horses suffered by’ the Russians, who seem 
however to be looking forward to being sup- 
plied with them by their agents in Mongolia. 
The Reported New Viceroy of 

Manchuria. 

As already reported in these “Notes” 
there seems to be a strong impression in 
official quarters in Peking that H.E. Chuo 
Exh-s6n, the ex-Governor of Hunan province, 
‘who is on his way up to tlie capital, is cer- 
tainly going to be Viceroy of Manchuria, 
taking the place of the three Tartar Generals 
of Féngtien, Kirin, and Heilungchiang, it 
having beon since decided that the 
ment of these three provinces shall be re- 
cognised and made similar to that of the 
eighteen provinces of China Proper. It is 
also stated that a slaff of Russian-speaking 
Chinese officers have already been selected 
‘by the Waiwupu to work under H.E. Chan

THE TYPHOON. 


The Director of Sicawei Observatory 
reports as follows :— 

It is tobe feared that news will be 
received from Foochow, in a few days, of 
loss of property and’ perhaps of life, 


caused by the typhoon which visited the 


port on Wednesday morning, the 6th 
instant. 

‘The following is the information which 
cn be gathered from the rather meagre 
reports received at the Sicawei Observa- 
tory :-— 

‘The first signal was hoisted in Shang- 
hai aud cabled to the semaphores on 
Sunday at 9am. A waraing had beon 
received from Manila, stating that 9 
centre of depression was reported on 
the Pacific to the E. of Luzou. On Mon- 
day, from the observations on the 
Loochoo Islands, we could signal again 
the eyclone as lying to the N.E. of Luzon 
and travelling to the N.W. The mean 
velocity must have been then about 
eleven rautical miles an hour. 

The violence of the storm was first 
understood on Tuesday morning; at 10 
am. a hurricane, force 12 (maximum), 
was raging at ‘Tshigakijima, in ‘the 
Miaco-Sima Group. ‘The centre, having 
passed to the E. of Formosa, slightly 
bending to N. or N.N.W., was’ reaching 
these islands, and its velocity had in. 
creased to about 15 miles. 

On the 6th no telegrams were received 
from Sharp Peak or Formosa, and con- 
sequently the track could not’ be known 
accuratoly. But this alove was onough 
to show what was going on. ‘Tho signal 
was thereforo cabled to the somaphoros : 

N. of Formosa, travelling 
fact, the observations at 
the three Loochoos Stations show that 
splitting must have taken pleco near 
the 26th parallol. One ceutre was shift- 
ing to N.E. aud passed to the N. of Naha 
(W. wind, force 6 to 7), whilst a narrow 
whirlwind was bending to N.W. or even 
perhaps W.N.W., and crossing the N. of 
Formosa Channel, to land a little to the 
N. of Foochow.

The Commission in Kaifengfu. 


Although His Excellency, Yan Shib- 
kai, Governor of Chihli, had provided 
well for the journey through his province, 
and we had been hospitably entertained 
everywhere in Honau, we were not pre- 
pared for so magnificent a reception as 
was given by Governor Ch'en Ku'ei-sung 
when we called at his yamén, He seut 
a military esvort to accompany the four 
chairs and outriders, an official umbrella 
going on before. It seemed to be known 
that we were coming, and the streets 
were lined with people, the whole two 
miles to the yamén, As we turned into 
the street in sight of the yamén, a band 
of foreign drums, fifes, and’ cymbals 
played martial music in most energetic 
time. The band was stationed at the 
end of the great yingpoi which stands 
opposite the yamén entrance in the 
middle of the strect, parallel to its 
two sides. ‘This pei is probably one 
hundred feet long and twenty feet high. 
The boast painted on it-—to devout wick 
ofticials—is of a corresponding size, 

From the band station at the end of 
this yingpei a double line of soldiers, 
with Mauser rifles at the present, curved 
across the large open space to the gate- 
way of the yamén. These were all on 
our right as we passed in, and near the 
entrance were some twenty officers wi 
brightnew.swords at the present. While w 
halted to send in cards the band filed in 
at asido gato, and when the main gates 
wore thrown ‘open thore was another 
Durst of martial music, ‘Three enormous 
bombs fairly rent the heavens and shook 
tho earth. In th first court the chaits 
borue between two lines of the 
Govornor’s personal escort in silk dross 
and whito ollicial buttons. Iu the secon) 
court wore two lines of rod-voated, dis- 
mounted cavalry, belonging to’ the 
Governor's bodyguard, prosonting an old 
type of carbine. Here the chairs wore 
lowered, the interpreter Mr. Cheng, 
who had called the evening before, 
meeting us as we alighted, and escorting 
us through the third court to the entrance 
of a fourth, where the Governor and Mr. 
Wa, (President of the Board of Foreign 
Affsirs, inet us and wo wore introduced 
by the interpreter. ‘There were twenty 
or thirty other officials here in Court 

into. the 



































arranged much as our own was the duy 
before. We wero seated around a table, 
spread in foreign style, with Governor 
Cl’en at the head, and Prof. Jenks and 
Mr. Durand on his right and left, Prof. 
Jenks’ interpreter and Mr. Gammon next 
below on opposite sides, then the two 
native interpreters of the Governor and 
of the Foreign Office, with Mr. Wu at the 
foot. . thy 

After brief greetings the conversation 
naturally turned upon the object of Prof. 
Jenks’ visit and for an hour and a-half 
the matter was discussed. The Governor 
had not only heard of the Commission 
but had read attentively the pamphlet 
it had sent out through the Board of 
Foreign Affairs in Peking. The Governor 
was “naturally unwilling to express 
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of finauce that the Central Govern- 
ment must decide, but he was quite 
voady to give the information asked for 
He knew that the Government is plan- 
mg to establish a uniform currency 
throughout the provinces, and also that 
it is contemplating the gold standard. 
He himself has already purchased the 
machinery for coining copper ten-cash 
pieces at the arsenal outside the South 
gate. The silver coinage is not yet 
determined and he is waiting to see what 
standard: of taol or dollar the Contral 
Government adopts. 

Asked as to the possibility of increasing 
revenues in order to purchaso a gold 
reserve, he said there aro valuable silvor 
and gold mines in Honan but that China 
is without facilities—in machinery and 
brains—to work them, and must needs 
call in export assistance. 

Lator when the office of comptroller of 
the currency was mentioned as necessary, 
in caso x new system were ustablished, 
“Yes,” he rojoined “and hore again we 
need oxpert foreign assistanc When 
asked if the Government would not look 
with disfavour upon this, he said that 
Sir Robert Hart had succeeded in the 
Customs aud the monetary systom might 
be managed in tho same way. Un- 
doubtedly, however, the conservatives 
would oppose it. 

During the conversation whon the 
appointing of a foreign comptroller was 
wentior as u point upon which the 
Commission wero insisting, Prof. Jenks 
took pains to explain that this matter, as 
all others, is for the Chinosy Government 
to consider and decide, that the Com- 
mission is merely an advisory body 
anxious to ronder all- assistance in its 
power, and that the U. 8. Governinent 
looks for no other gain from the establish- 
mont of a sound mouetary system than a 
share in the increased volume of trade 































that it will induce. ‘The Governor 
was curious to know what attitude the 
Governuent in Poking hud taken toward 
the scheme. Ho was told that no thorough 
discussion had yet heon held, aud that, 
indoed, the Vouimission was not ready to 


y plan until it had a Lotter 
m of the prosent conditions 
and the power of thy Government to pat 
any eckeme intu operation. 

Jt was suggested that the Government 
wight put tho uow coinage into eircula- 
tion either (1) through tho officials in the 
treasuries ab Peking, in the provincial 
capitals, and in district yaméus, or (2) 
through the banking guilds and local 
banks, perhaps establishing a Government 
National bank, The Governor thought 
the people would much prefer the latter 
method. He gave no reason for this 
opinion, but left the impression that the 
people distrust the officials insuch matters. 
After the interview the Governor escorted 
the purty to the sedan-chairs, and we 
doparted with the same pomp as we 
d. We culled at the office of the 
Fudge, adjoining the Gor- 
ornor’s, whore the Treasurer, Jui Liang, 
whe hud como here te meet us for sake 
vf convouiences, took the head of the 
tablo aud the Judge, Chung Pei, the 
foot. Here tho interview lasted an hour 
and was conducted the more easily by 
the interpreter as the Treasurer speaks 
pure Pekingese. This yemén of foreign 
affairs is newly sittod up and probably has 
beon only recently established in this 
interior province, the railroad rendering 
it the more necessary. ‘There were prints 
of scones iu the Boer war the walls. 
‘Tho table was svt with foreign silverwaro,

All arrange- 
ments showed that European ways liad 
boonstudied but there was some embarrass- 
ment in following them except on the 
Part of the Treasurer and Governor. 
When questioned concerning sources 
of revenue, his Excellency Jui referred 
Robert Hart’s suggestions for 
increasing the land-tax, and he agreod 
with the Inspector-General that if this 
Tand-tax were properly. organised and 
collected ou all the land, the revenue 
could be greatly increased without. any 
increase of rates, 
_ He was told of the large revenue do- 
rived by the United States Government 
from internal taxes on wine aid tobacco 
produced’ and consumed at home, it 
being about half of the whole revenuo. He 
said that at present there is almost no 
rovenuo from spirits, tobacco and opium, 
ete. These commodities are largely con. 
sumed by poor people and the burden 
would. fall ou thom if such taxes were 
levied. He expressed uo opinion as to 
whether a large revenue could be obtained 
from thom. In Honan some tobacco and 
& good deal of opium is produced. ‘There 
isa good deal of wine produced,. but 
none for export. Ina luter interview ho 
spoke of revenue being derived from the 
imported tobacco and opium from likin, 
ulso of direct - taxation, collected from 
the manufacturers, and’ again ‘from the 
dealers in proportion to the amount 
bought ab wholesale. There is also a 
business liceuse tax.. ‘Tho tax on manu- 
facturors is levied largely hy inspectors 
who visit them and asvortain tho amount 
Produced, but the word of the maker is 
mainly relied upon. He said (if under- 
tod correctly) there was no system of 
farming out the tax on opium or anythi 


























After this interview the whole caval- 
cade filed around to the China Inland 
Mission, to call on Mr. Bevis and Dr. 
Kerr. The latter was absent, but Mr. 
Bovis gave us much information about 
the city aud especially concerning the 
wo wero much interestod. 
He hus douo amch in roading the inscrip- 
tions on the Jewish tablet und also in 
Searchin out the Jews of whom 
am geverel hundred families in tho © 
Ho introduced us (o several of them, 
so that we had no difficulty in invosti: 
gating the remainiug relies of this, the 
most interesting colony of Jows in all 
tho world. 

He also told of the founding of the 
Protestant Church in K'aiféng. This 
mission has been there two years. ‘There 
are already three baptized men and some 
twenty inquirers nearly ready for 
baptism, besides two or three Christians 
employed in the post office. In view of 
the long-standing hostility of the city to 
everything foreign, and of the persocution 
which still continues, this is most en- 
couraging. He has no difficulty in 
getting a hearing on the street or in the 
hapel, and the people dare not troat 
hin» disvespectfully, on account of the 
ige cocured by forvign arms in sup- 
pressing the Boxers. ‘Though the foreign 
troops did not penetrato Honan their 
fame hes travelled far. 

The first Christian, Mr. Ch‘en, was 
converted sonie nino years ago, by pick. 
ing up # Bible from the scattered stock 
of a colporteur who ventured into the 
sity only to be robbed and driven out. 
Ho made several long pilgrimages to 
North Honan to seo the nearest inission- 
sties. Though not a Church member he 
was known as a believer and was plun- 
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1900. As soen as missionaries camo tu 
the city, however, he presented himself 
and was duly baptizod. He still rojoices 
in persecution, thankful that he is per- 
mitted to continue his business. When 
there were several Jews wishing to go to 
Shanghai to study Hebrew, but afraid to 
undertake the journey, this Mr. Chien 
was the only one who dared escort them, 
and he didit in true Christian love, Prof. 
Jonks.took delight in inviting him to dine 
with us and the prestige and repute of the 
Christian Church in that city is no doubt. 
considerably enhanced by the visit of the 
commission. 

Tho Jews also seemed to take some 
prido in the attention paid to them. 
They always point to the fact that for- 
signers como to search them out a proof 
that thoy are of ancient stock and con- 
nected by religion not only with Mohau- 
modans but “also. with tho Christian 
nations of the West. 

In the afternoon the Governor made his 
roturn call by appointment. In reply to 
questions he said that he was raising and 
drilling troops, that he had only a thou- 
sand in the city, but some three hundred 
thousand in the whole province !! They 
areall drilled by natives who have studied 
German and Japanese methods at Tion- 
tsin and abroad. 

His Excelleucy’s first question on tho 
outline of a monetury systom as prosonted 
in tho memoranda of the Commission was, 
how the parity of gold and silver coin could 
bo maintained. “Prof. Jenks’ reply in- 
cluded four different methods, each uf 
which was illustrated from the osperionce 
of India, Holland, and the Philippines.
